Committee Won’t Follow 
Ickes’ Suggestion That 
Entire Job Be Junked 
—Some of It Could Be 
Used Now.

WASHINGTON, Nov. 27. — A 
scorching rebuke to the War De- 
partment for undertaking the 134 
million dollar Canol oil develop- 
ment project will be contained ip 
a comprehensive report by the Tru- 
man Investigating Committee to be 
issued in the next two weeks, the 
Pst-Dispatch learned today. 

The ,report, based or public and 
closed -hearifgs by the committee 
and a personal inspection of the 


Canol facilities by a subcommittee 
comprised of Senators Harley M. 
Kilgore (Dem.), West Virginia, and 
Homer Ferguson (Rep.), Michigan, 
is expected to recommend: 

That consideration be given at 
once to the advisability of com- 
pleting the development; 

That this decision should be 
determined at a joint conference 
of Petroleum Administrator Har- 
old L. Ickes, Chairman Donald 
Nelson of the War Production 
Board, representatives of the 
State Department and Arpy offi- 
cials; 

That the decision should be 
based on the need in this country 
for the money, man power and 
materials that otherwise would 
be utilized to complete the proj- 


ect; 

That if it is decided to finish 
it, the contract with the Imperial 
Oil Co. of Canada and the Do- 
minion of Canada should be 
drastically revised to protect this 
country’s postwar rights to the 
oil pool, the refinery and the pipe- 


lines, 

Other Criticisms. 

It is understood that the report 
will severely criticise the War De- 
partment for launching the project 
in the first place, for failing take 
Ickes into its confidence, for its 
failure to give adequate study to 
the project before Lt. Gen. Bre- 
hon Somervell, chief of the Army 
Service Forces, issued his direc- 
tive to start work, and for alleged 
“extravagance” and “excessive 
waste” in construction. 

A large section of the report is 
expected to be given to condemna- 
tion of the Army’s decision to lo- 
cate the huge refinery in White- 
horse, Canada, instead of Fair- 
banks, Alaska, where the United 
States would have owned it, and 
for blistering criticism of the con- 
struction of a 600-mile pipeline too 
marrow to meet the Army’s oil 
transport needs. 

The contract will be assailed as 
inimical to this country’s econom- 
ic interests. It now provides that 
the United States foot the entire 
bill for the project, but that a re- 
batement be made on our oil pur- 
chases to amortize our investment; 
that the Imperial Oil Co., a sub- 
sidiary of Standard Oil of New 
Jersey, retain possession of the 
vast oil pool at Norman Wells, 
and that the Canadian Govern-

WASHINGTON, Nov. 27 (AP).— 
The War Manpower Commission 
was accused by the Office of War 
Information today of withholding 
and concealing news, 

A memorandum, delivered per- 
sonally by OWI Director Elmer 
Davis to WMC Chairman Paul V. 
McNutt, described the situation as 
so grave as to “seriously handicap” 
WMC’s work in the war effort. 

A number of complaints cited as 
illustrative of grievances include: 

1. Responsibility for unneces- 
sary confusion in the public mind 
about the father draft. 

2. An asserted WMC tendency 
to deal with newspaper men “on 
a rather hostile basis.” 

3. Failure to issue releases on 
certaim policies of public interest 
even when requested. 

4. Maintaining an “unwork- 
able” practice of withholding an- 
nouncements in Washington un- 
til they reach the field. 

5. Giving WMC’s information 
division a low rank in the agency, 
so that the informatoin staff thus 
is not “adequately informed of 
what is happening.” 

Davis declined to make public 
his memorandum, reputely nine 
pages, and thus it apparently 
would not technically fall within 
the scope of White House orders 
against airing of controversies be- 
tween government agency heads. 

The QWI memorandum followed 
complaints from the War agencies 
Correspondents Association, in 
which this group of _ reporters 
protested againat lack of informa- 
tiontion on W actions. 
»Davis’ note to McNutt stated 


that the agency’s policies, com- 
bined with the complexity of man- 
power problems, might “easily 
lead to an interpretation that you 
have a ‘no news’ policy.” 


While OWI did not make the 
memorandum public, McNutt free- 
ly acknowledged receiving it and 
met the press late today to discuss 
t 


He told reporters that his agency 
had no policy of news suppression 
but was “seriously short of help 
in our information division—not 
because we haven’t asked for more, 
but because we just haven’t the 
money.” 

His information director, Philip 
Broughton, agreed to meet a com- 
mittee of correspondents Tuesday 
to attempt to work out remedies. 

“As a service we are seriously 
undermanned,” McNutt said, in re- 
ply to questions on the absence of 
factual follow-ups on the result of 
WMC programs. “We have had to 
cut out reporting in many offices 
simply to take care of the day-to- 
day load of work that flows in. 

“There is no attempt to con- 
ceal, no desire to keep things from 
you. My office is always open to 
you.” 

McNutt said much information, 
including the size of draft calls, 
came from the Army marked se- 
cret, but he said he saw “no reason 
why they shouldn’t be available” if 
an arrangement could be made 
with the Army.

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DISTILLERS URGE 
SMALLER DRINKS 
DURING HOLIDAYS 


Increase Promised in Liquor 
Supply for Christmas and 
New Year, However. 


NEW YORK, Nov. 27 (AP).— 
Distillers came out of a huddle to- 
day with “Merry Christmas” and 
“Happy New Year” greetings—a 
promise thirsty Americans would 
get a “definite increase” in hard 
liquor for the holidays. “But tell 
‘em to mix ’em smaller and pour 
‘em shorter,” they warned. 

Liquor distributers have found 
that about 40 per cent of annual 
sales are made in the last quarter 
of a year. Supplies have been ra- 
tioned at 50 per cent of last year’s 
releases for the last five months. 

As a result, distillers said stocks 
have been kept in such check that 
an additional 23 per cent can be 
distributed this month, lifting the 
ratic to about 73 per cent of nor- 
mal for the holiday season. 

The Allied Liquor Industries, 
Inc., said, however, that the indus- 
try is sticking to its original ra- 
tioning plan to make present ware- 
house stocks last through the war. 

Distillers’ suggestions on drink- 
ing etiquette for the holidays in- 
clude: “Put less whisky and more 
water in tall drinks—people usual- 
ly get just as happy. Take it 
easy.” 


VINSON AUTHORIZES 17-CENT 
RISE IN SOFT COAL PRICES 


WASHINGTON, Nov. 27 (AP).— 
Stabilization Director Fred Vinson 
today authorized the Office of 
Price Administration to increase 
soft coal prices an average of 17 
cents a ton as a result of the wage 
increase granted to the miners. 
Detailed prices by districts will be 
formulated by the OPA. 

The miners received $1.50 a day 
additional pay in the agreement 
negotiated Nov. 3 by Interior Sec- 
retary Ickes and the United Mine 
Workers. 

Previously, the OPA had boosted 
price ceilings on anthracite an 
average of 62 cents a ton ‘to com- 
pensate forw a wage increase of 
approximately 70 cents a day to 
hard coal miners. 


GRIPSHOLM MAY DOCK EARLY 


WASHINGTON, Nov. 27 (AP).— 
If good weather continues, the re- 
patriation vessel Gripsholm prob- 
ably will arrive at New York 
Wednesday, instead of on Thurs- 
day as announced previously, the 
State Department said today. 

The department said that the 
Gripsholm, bringing American and 
Canadian repatriates from the Far 
East, has experienced unusually 
fine weather since leaving Rio de 
Janeiro Nov. 16. 


GEORGE SAYS TAX 
MEASURE CANNOT 
BE REVISED MUGH 


Impossible to Enact One 
Varying Greatly From 
Bill House Voted, He 
Asserts. 


WASHINGTON, Nov. 27 (AP).— 
Chairman George (Dem.), Georgia, 
of the Senate Finance Committee 
said today it would be impossible 
to enact a tax bill varying greatly 
from the principles of the $2,140,- 
000,000 measure approved by the 
House. He said “he had so in- 
formed Secretary of the Treasury 
Morgenthau. 

Morgenthau is expected to re- 
new his original request for $10,- 
500,000,000 in new revenue when 
he appears Monday at hearings be- 
fore the Senate committee. 

George Said it was abvious that 
the House bill’s total could not be 
increased to any considerable ex- 
tent without laying considerably 
heavier burdens on individual in- 
come taxpayers or by inaugurating 
some sort of a Federal sales tax. 
The House Ways and Means Com- 
mittee slammed the door on both 
suggestions, and the Treasury it- 
self is one of the firmest opponents 
of the sales levy. 

Nevertheless, George said it was 
likely that some members of the 
committee would press for adop- 
tion of a saleg tax. Senators Van- 
denberg (Rep.) Michigan, and 
Byrd (Dem.) Virginia, among oth- 
ers, have advocated such a levy in 
the past. 

George said he was considering 
a liquor tax move which would 
have the double effect of immedi- 
ately increasing Federal revenues 
about 600 million dollars a year for 
the next two years and making 
more whiskey available to consum- 
ers. His plan involves cutting 
from eight to four years the time 
that whiskey may be held in ware- 
houses under bond without pay- 
ment of the excise tax (now $6 a 
proof gallon, and $9 under the 
pending bill). 

As the Senate hearings ap- 
proached, strong sentiment was 
displayed in favor of freezing so- 
cial security levies for another 
year at the existing rates of one 
per cent each on employer and em- 
ploye. Vanderberg has proposed 
that this be done. Unless Con- 
gress acts, the rates automatically 
will double next Jan. 1. 

Beorge himself said “certainly 
the intergrity of the Social Secur- 
ity reserve fund would not be im- 
paired if the tax were frozen.” 


Eating of Muskrat, Raccoons, 
Opossums Urged to Save Points 


JEFFERSON CITY, Mo. Nov. 
27 (AP).—Missouri hunters and 
trappers could add approximately 
1,531,600 pounds to the state’s year- 
ly meat supply by utilizing the 
carcasses of three edible furbear- 
ers—the Muskrat, Raccoon and 
Opossum, the State Conservation 
Commission suggested today. 

“The Raccoon and Opossum have 
been used in some rural Missouri 
homes for generations,’ the Com- 
mission said. “But the edibility of 
the Muskrat has been unappre- 
ciated in this state until recently. 
the Muskrat prob- 
ably is the tastiest of the + three.” 

The commission offers a free

circular containing recipes 
cooking the animals—which 
quire no ration points, 

Commission figures indicate 
85,000 Muskrat pelts are taken in 
Missouri each year—with each 
muskrat containing a pound of 
dressed meat. Raccoons, which 
give up 13,500 pelts each winter, 
could provide 121,600 pounds of 
meat, and the 330,000 opossum 
taken each year contain about 
1,325,000 pounds of food, the Com- 
mission said.

DEMOCRATS Thy 
FOR COMPROMISE 
ON FOOD SUBSIDIES 


They Seek to Split Oppo- 
sition Ranks With Plan 
for Limited Payments 
for Set Time. 


WAGNER WANTS

WASHINGTON, Nov. 27 (AP).— 
Any Senate consent to continua- 
tion of food subsidy payments ap- 
parently hung today on efforts of 
a small Democratic bloc to split 
strong opposition ranks with a 
compromise that would permit 
outlay of the funds for a limited 
period and a restricted amount. 

While administration lieutenants 
fanned that faint hope vigorously, 


Majority Leader Barkley (Dem.), 
Kentucky, called for a public air- 
ing of the controversy ‘so the peo- 
ple will get the full story.” 

Farm bloc leaders—confident of 
outright defeat of President Roose- 
velt’s price subsidy program— 
pressed, however, for a quick vote 
on the House-approved bill which, 
after Dec, 31, would bar Govern- 
ment payments to keep down re- 
tail food prices. 

Move to Win Over Farm Bloc. 

Meantime, the group of Demo- 
cratic Senators were striving to 
win over farm bloc spokesmen to 
the compromise proposal although 
no specific subsidy ceiling or time 
limit for the program had been 
decided. 

Administration contentions that 
food prices would soar if Congress 
prohibited subsidies sounded to 
Senator Aiken (Rep.), Vermont, 
“like a threat to let consumer 
prices skyrocket and then to blame 
Congress.” 

The President told Congress a 
month ago that, of the 800-million- 
dollar subsidy cost this year, 350 
million was for maintaining sup- 
port prices to farmers and the rest 
to roll back or stabilize retail 
prices of certain commodities such 
as meat, butter, bread and milk. 

“There is no general demand for 
an increase in all farm prices,” 
Aiken asserted. 4 

Chairman Wagner (Dem.), New 
York, of the Senate Banking Com- 
mittee, said subsidy opponents had 
proposed that hearings on the 
House bill be limited to “a day or 
two,” but that he would insist on 
full hearings that probably would 
last a week.

ALLIED HEADQUARTERS, Al- 
giers, Nov. 27 (AP).—The British 
Eighth Army has sliced deeper 
into the elaborate German defense 
system northwest of the swollen 
Sangro river under cover of one of 
the war’s most intensive “bomb 
barrages,” Allied headquarters an- 
nounced today, 

The exact extent of the gains 
made yesterday in a drive toward 
enemy hill positions was not dis- 
closed. From these high strong 
points German guns poured a de- 
structive fire into the WTighth 
Army's hard-won bridgehead across 
the river. Flooded by more than a 
two-foot rise, the river now is 
1000 feet wide in some places, 

On the other end of the Ger- 
mans’ winter line across Italy, the 
Fifth Army of American Lt. Gen. 
Mark W. Clark smashed two 
counterattacks against their foot- 
holds in the,ymountains west of 
Venafro, from which it threatens 
a broad valley leading toward 
Cassino and Rome. 

The Amerftan forces were fav- 
ored by somewhat better weather, 
but the Eighth’s operations were 
carried out in continued. rains 
which made the going aground ex- 
tremely difficult and aerial at- 
tacks unusually hazardous. 

The Eighth Army’s attacks fol- 
lowed the technique of remarkably 
close co-ordination of air and 
ground forces developed in the 
Tunisian and Sicilian campaigns. 
Waves of medium and light bomb- 
ers as well as fighter-bombers 
swept over the German trenches, 
machine-gun posts and artillery 
positions, scattering hundreds of 
bombs. 

While the bombs were exploding, 
driving the enemy troops to cover, 
the British troops moved | forward

975,000 MAN-DAYS LOST 
DUE TO STRIKES IN OCTOBER 


WASHINGTON, Nov. 27 (AP),.— 
Idleness due to strikes in October 
amounted to about 975,000 man- 
days or about one-eighth of 1 per 
cent of the available working time 
of American wage earners, and 
compare with 243,756 man-days lost 
on October, 1942, 

Announcing these figures today, 
the Bureau of Labor Statistics said 
there were 290 strikes last month 
involving 215,000 workers, The 
scattered coal mining stoppages 
from Oct. 18 to the end of the 
month accounted for about 40 per 
cent of the total workers involved 
in strikes and more than half of 
the total idleness. 

The bureau said the average 
man-days lost due to wg for 
the five prior years for tober 
was 1,229,804. : 


BOMB-BATTERED 
U. S. EMBASSY IN 
BERLIN VACATED 


WASHINGTON, Nov. 27 (AP).— 
The State Department received 
word today the American embassy 
building in Berlin has been so 
heavily damaged by bombs that 
Swiss officials have abandoned use 
of it. The building was on Pariser 
Platz next to the Ministry of Mu- 
nitions and the residence of Prop- 
aganda Minister Joseph Goebbels. 

American Minister Leland Har- 
rison in Bern, Switzerland, ad- 
vised that the Swiss informed him 
that the building was struck by a 
bomb, or bombs, during the mas- 
sive Allied raid on the night of 
Nov, 23. 

Swiss officials had been using 
it as an office to administer the 
protection of American interests. 
These are now being handled from 
another location, the Department 
said. 

Both the munitions ministry and 
Goebbels’ residence were also hit 
by bombs, according to press re- 
ports. 


DE MARIGNYS GET PERMISSION 
TO ENTER CUBA AS TOURISTS 


Status Allows 60-Day Stay But 
They May Quality As 
Resident Foreigners. 
HAVANA, Nov. 27 (AP).—The 
Cuban Government has extended 
permission for Alfred de Marigny 
and his young wife, the former 
Nancy Oakes, to come to Havana 
as tourists, a status that will per- 
mit them to remain here 60 days, 

Officials revealed that permis- 
sion was granted as a routine mat- 
ter by the Immigration Depart- 
ment. During their residence here 
de Marigny and his wife may qual- 
ify as resident foreigners without 
difficulty. However, Cuban law 
prohibits foreigners from accept- 
ing employment although they may 
establish their own businesses 
without Government hindrance. 

De Marigny was requested offi- 
cially to leave Nassau, capital of 
the British Bahams Islands, after 
he had been acquitted of a charge 
of murdering his wealthy father-

BERLIN. SUFFERS 
THIRD BIG R. A. F 
ATTACK IN WEEK 


Subsidiary Raid Made on 
Stuttgart — 32 British 
Heavy Bombers Fail to 
Return.

LONDON, Nov. 27 (AP).—Royal 
Air Force heavy bombers spread 
fresh ruin with steel and fire 
through stricken Berlin last night, 
in 20 minutes hurling down “much 
more than 1000 long tons” of bombs 
in the third mighty assault this 


week in the campaign to obliterate 
that heart of Nazidom. 

Other bombers attacked Stutt- 
gart, 300 miles southwest, simul- 
taneously. 

Thirty-two big planes were lost. 

Guided by fires still blazing in 
the German capital, the R. A. F. 
gouged great new wounds and set 
conflagrations visible for 200 miles, 
their whistling bombs spiraling to 
14,000 long tons the total weight of 
explosives and incendiaries heaped 
on Berlin in 1943, and boosting the 
total for little more than a week 
to some 6000, (The British long ton 
is 2240 pounds.) 

It was the fifth straight night of 
raids—counting two lighter Mos- 
quito stabs—on Berlin, and whole-

R. A. F. Set ‘New Reichstag Fire,’ 
Says Marshal; ‘Last Lap of Race’ 


LONDON, Nov. 27 (AP).—Air 


Marshal Sir Arthur T. Harris, 
terming the present raids on Berlin 
“the last lap of the race,” said to- 
day they had “started a new Reich- 
stag fire which will put the Nazis 
out of offige.” 

“No bombs dropped anywhere 
could have had more effect,” said 
the chief of the Royal Air Force 
Bomber Command in a pep mes- 
sage to all Royal ordnance factory 
workers. 

“No weapon used elsewhere or in 
any other way could do more to 
shorten the war. 

“In eight days Berlin has used 
up more than 6000 tons (6720 
American short tons) of high ex- 
plosive and incendiary bombs. 

“The bomber command has been 
working for more than four years 
to achieve the ability to do what 
has been done in the last week. 
It has been a long, hard struggle. 
Now wheh we are right on top of 
the enemy and have own what 
we can do to his capital city, I ask 
you to put as‘much effort into this 


last lap of the race as the crews 
themselves, 

“As you make and fill bombs, 
remember you and the crews of 
the Bomber Command have started | 
the fire which this time will put | 
the Nazis out of office.” 

Harris's description of blazing 
Berlin as the “new Reichstag fire 
which will put the Nazis out of 
office” referred to the burning of | 
the German Reichstag in 1933-— 
when Adolf Hitler was Chancellor 
—which resulted in the Nagi par- 
ty’s control of the German Gov- 
ernment. 

Hitler’s party chiefs blamed the 
Communists for the fire that de- 
stroyed much of the legislative 
building, and in the following elec- 
tions the party won control as a 
result of reaction against the Com- 
munist party. 

It was generally believed that 
the Nazis started the blaze them- 
selves.

Foe Left With 50-Mile-

LONDON, Nov. 27 (AP).—Soviet 
forces battered out a new salient 
along both banks of the lower 


Berezina River in White Russia 
today, flanking the Germans’ last 
natural defense line short of the 
old Polish fronties, while on an- 
other sector of thia 100-mile front 
they advanced nine miles in pur- 
suit of the Germans retreating 
from Gomel, 

The new Berezina bulge was 
forming between Kalinkovichi and 
Zhiobin, where the Russians had 
previously cut the railroad be 
tween the two towns and pushed 
northwest twoard Bobruisk. It 
was flanking the Orsha-Mogilev 
line on the upper Dnieper which 
guarded Minsk and the prewar 
Polish frontier, 

Other forces advancing from the 
industrial center and long-held 
German stronghold of Gomel, 
which fell yesterday, mopped up 80 
towns and hamlets and advanced 
to Uvarovichi, 17 miles northwest 
of Gomel along the German escape 
route to Zhlobin And Bobruisk. 

15 Miles From Zhiobin. 

Some 20 German divisions weré 
facing rapid retreat or annihila- 
tion in the maelstrom of Russian 
charges from several directions 
northwest of Gomel. One Soviet 
spearhead was less than 15 miles 
south of Zhlobin, where the Rug 
sians were moving north between 
the Dnieper and the Sozh riverm 
The German problem was either ta 
hold their escape corridor, less 
than 50 miles wide at its narrow- 
est point, or get back.

‘Committee Won’t Follow 
Ickes’ Suggestion That 
Entire Job Be Junked 
—Some of It Could Be 
Used Now.

WASHINGTON, Nov. 27. — A 
scorching rebuke to the War? De- 
partment for undertaking the 134 
million dollar Cano] oil develop- 
ment project will be contained in 
a comprehensive report by the Tru- 
man Investigating Committee to be 
issued in the next two weeks, the 
Post-Dispatch learned today. 

The report, based on public and 
closed hearings by the committee 
and a personal inspection of the 
Canol facilities by a subcommittee 
comprised of Senators Harley M. 
Kilgore (Dem.), West Virginia, and 
Homer Ferguson (Rep.), Michigan, 
is expected to recommend: 

That consideration be given at 
once to the advisability of com- 
pleting the development; 

That this decision should be 
determined at a joint conférence 
of Petroleum Administrator Har- 
old L. Ickes, Chairman Donald 
Nelson of the War Production 
Board, representatives of the 
State Department and Army offi- 
cials; 

That the decision should be 
based on the need in this country 
for the money, man power and 
materials that otherwise would 
be utilized to complete the pro}- 


ect; 

That if it is decided to finish 
it, the contract with the Imperial 
Oll Co, of Canada and the Do- 
minion of Canada should be 
drastically revised to protect this 
country’s postwar rights to the 
oil pool, the refinery and the pipe- 


lines. 

Other Criticisms, 

It is understood that the report 
will severely criticise the War De- 
partment for launching the project 
in the first place, for failing take 
Ickes into its confidence, for its 
failure to give adequate study to 
the project before Lt. Gen, Bre- 
hon Somervell, chief of the Army 
Service Forces, issued his direc- 
tive to start work, and for alleged 
“extravagance” and “excessive 
waste” in construction. 

A large section of the report is 
expected to be given to condemna- 
tion of the Army’s decision to lo- 
cate the huge refinery in White- 
horse, Canada, instead of Fair- 
banks, Alaska, where the United 
States would have owned it, and 
for blistering criticism of the con- 
struction of a 600-mile pipeline too 
narrow to meet the Army’s oil 
transport needs. 

The contract will be assailed as 
inimical to this country’s econom- 
ic interests. It now provides that 
the United States foot the entire 
bill for the project, but that a re- 
batement be made on our oil pur- 
chases to amortize our investment; 
that the Imperial Oil Co., a sub- 
sidiary of Standard Oil of New 
Jersey, retain possession of the 
vast oil pool at Norman Wells, 
and that the Canadian Govern-

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WASHINGTON, Nov. 27 (AP).— 
The War Manpower Commission 
was accused by the Office of War 
Information today of withholding 
and concealing news. 

A memorandum, delivered per- 
sonally by OWI Director Elmer 
Davis to WMC Chairman Paul V. 
McNutt, described the situation as 
SO grave as to “seriously handicap” 
WMC’s work in the war effort. 

A number of complaints cited as 
illustrative of grievances include: 

1. Responsibility for unneces- 
sary confusion in the public mind 
about the father draft. 

2. An asserted WMC tendency 
to deal with newspaper men “on 
a rather hostile basis.” 

3. Failure to issue releases on 
certain policies of public interest 
even when requested. 

4. Maintaining an “unwork- 
able” practice of withholding an- 
nouncements in Washington un- 
til they reach the field. 

5. Giving WMC’s information 
division a low rank in the agency, 
so that the informatoin staff thus 
is not “adequately informed of 
what is happening.” 

Davis declined to make public 
his memorandum, reputely nine 
pages, and thus it apparently 
would ‘not technically fall within 
the scope of White House orders 
against airing of controversies be- 
tween government agency heads, 

The OWI memorandum followed 
complaints from the War agencies 
Correspondents Association, in 
which this group of reporters 
protested against lack of informa- 
tiontion on WMC actions. 

Davis’ note to McNutt stated 


that the agency’s policies, com- 
bined with the complexity of man- 
power problems, might “easily 
lead to an interpretation that you 
have a ‘no news’ policy.” 


While OWI did not make the 
memorandum public, McNutt free- 
ly acknowledged receiving it and 
met the press late today to discuss 
it. 

He told reporters that his agency 
had no policy of news suppression 
but wag “seriously short of help 
in our information division—not 
because we haven't asked for more, 
but because we just haven't the 
money.” 

His information director, Philip 
Broughton, agreed to meet a com- 
mittee of correspondents Tuesday 
to attempt to work out remedies. 

“As a service we are seriously 
undermanned,” McNutt said, in re- 
ply to questions on the absence of 
factual follow-ups on the result of 
WMC programs. “We have had to 
cut out reporting in many offices 
simply to take care of the day-to- 
day load of work that flows in. 

“There is no attempt to con- 
ceal, no desire to keep things from 
you. My office is always open to 
you.” : 

McNutt said much information, 
including the size of draft calls, 
came from the Army marked se- 
cret, but he said he saw “no reason 
why they shouldn’t be available” if 
an arrangement could be made 
with the Army.

The Allied Liquor Industries, 
Inc., said, however, that the indus- 
try is sticking to its original ra- 
tioning plan to make present ware- 
house stoeks last through the war. 

Distillers’ suggestions on drink- 
ing etiquette for the holidays in- 
clude: “Put less whisky and more 
water in tall drinks—people usual- 
ly get just as happy.

27 (AP).—Missouri hurmters and 
trappers could add approximately 
1,531,600 pounds to the state’s year- 
ly meat supply by utilizing the 
carcasses of three edible furbear- 
ers—the Muskrat, Raccoon and 
Opossum, the State Conservation 
Commission suggested today. 
“The Raccoon and Opossum have 
been used in some rural Missouri 
homes for generations,” the Com- 
mission said. “But the edibility of 
the Muskrat has been unappre- 
ciated in this state until recently. 
The fact is, the Muskrat prob- 
ably is the tastiest of-the three.”

85,000 Muskrat pelts are taken in 
Missouri each year—with each 
muskrat containing a pound of 
dressed meat.

They Seek to Split Oppo- 
sition Ranks With Plan 
for Limited Payments 
for Set Time.

Meantime, the group of Demo- 
cratic Senators were striving to 
win over farm bloc spokesmen to 
the compromise proposal although 
no specific subsidy ceiling or time 
limit for the program had been 
decided. 

Administration contentions that 
food prices would soar if Congress 
prohibited subsidies sounded to 
Senator Aiken (Rep.), Vermont, 
‘like a threat to let consumer 
prices skyrocket and then to blame 
Congress.” 

The President told Congress a 
month ago that, of the 800-million- 
dollar subsidy cost this year, 350 
million was for maintaining sup- 
port prices to farmers and the rest 
to roll back or stabilize retail 
prices of certain commodities such 
as meat, butter, bread and milk. 

“There is no general demand for 
an increase in all farm prices,” 
Aiken asserted.

5th Army Beats Off Two

ALLIED HEADQUARTERS, Al- 
giers, Nov. 27 (AP).—The British 
Eighth Army has sliced deeper 
into the elaborate German defense 
system northwest of the swollen 
Sangro river under cover of one of 
the war’s most intensive “bomb 
barrages,” Allied headquarters an- 
nounced today. 

The exact extent of the gains 
made yesterday in a drive toward 
enemy hill positions was not dis- 
closed. From these high strong 
points German guns poured a de- 
structive fire into the Eighth 
Army's hard-won bridgehead across 
the river. Flooded by more than a 
two-foot rise, the river now is 
1000 feet wide in some places. | 

On the other end of the Ger- 
mans’ winter line across Italy, the 
Fifth Army of American Lt, Gen. 
Mark W. Clark smashed two 
counterattacks against their foot- 
holds in the mountains west of 
Venafro, from which it threatens 
a broad valley leading toward 
Cassino and Rome. 

The American forces were fav- 
ored by somewhat better weather, 
but the Ejighth’s operations were 
carried out in continued rains 
which made the going aground ex- 
tremely difficult and aerial at- 
tacks unusually hazardous. 

The Eighth Army’s attacks fol- 
lowed the technique of remarkably 
close co-ordination of air and 
ground forces developed in the 
Tunisian and Sicilian campaigns. 
Waves of medium and light bomb- 
ers as well as_ fighter-bombers 
swept over the German trenches, 
machine-gun posts and artillery 
positions, scattering hundreds of 
bombs. 

While the bombs were exploding, 
driving the enemy troops to cover, 
the British troops moved forward

of American wage earners, and 
compare with 243,756 man-days lost 
on October, 1942.

BERLIN. SUFFERS 
THIRD BIC R. A. F 
ATTACK IN WEEK 


Subsidiary Raid Made on 
Stuttgart — 32 British 
Heavy Bombers Fail to 
Return.

LONDON, Nov. 27 (AP).—Royal 
Air Force heavy bombers spread 
fresh ruin with steel and fire 
through stricken Berlin last night, 
in 20 minutes hurling down “much 
more than 1000 long tons” of bombs 
in the third mighty assault this 
week in the campaign to obliterate 


that heart of Nazidom. 

Other bombers attacked Stutt- 
gart, 300 miles southwest, simul- 
taneously. 

Thirty-two big planes were lost. 

Guided by fires still blazing in 
the German capital, the R. A. F. 
gouged great new wounds*and set 
conflagrations visible for 200 miles, 
their whistling bombs spiraling to 
14,000 long tons the total weight of 
explosives and incendiaries heaped 
on Berlin in 1943, and boosting the 
total for little more than a week 
to some 6000. (The British long ton 
is 2240 pounds.) 

It was the fifth straight night of 
raids—counting two lighter Mos- 
quito stabs—on Berlin, and whole- 
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R. A. F. Set ‘New Reichstag Fire,” 
Says Marshal; ‘Last Lap of Race’ 


LONDON, Nov. 27 (AP).—Alr 
Marshal Sir Arthur T. Harris, 
terming the present raids on Berlin 
“the last lap of the race,” said to- 
day they had “started a new Reich- 
stag fire which will put the Nazis 
out of office.” 

“No bombs dropped anywhere 
could have had more effect,” said 
the chief of the Royal Air Force 
Bomber Command in a pep mes- 
sage to all Royal ordnance factory 
workers. 

“No weapon used elsewhere or in 
any other way could do more to 
shorten the war. 

“In eight days Berlin has used 
up more than 6000 tons (6720 
American short tons) of high ex- 
plosive and incendiary bombs. 

“The bomber command has been 
working for more than four years 
to achieve the ability to do what 
has been done in the last week. 
It has been a long, hard struggle. 
Now when we are right on top of 
the enemy and have shown what 
we can do to his capital city, I ask 
you to put as much effort into this 


last lap of the race as the crews 
themselves. 

“As you make and fill bombs, 
remember you and the crews of 
the Bomber Command have started 
the fire which this time will put 
the Nazis out of office.” 

Harris’s description of blazing 
Berlin as the “new Reichstag fire 
which will put the Nazis out of 
office” referred to the burning of 
the German Reichstag in 1933— 
when Adolf Hitler was Chancellor 
—which resulted in the Nazi par- 
ty’s control of the German Gov- 
ernment. 

Hitler’s party chiefs blamed the 
Communists for the fire that de- 
stroyed much of the legislative 
building, and in the following elec- 
tions the party won control as a 
result of reaction against the Com- 
munist party. 

It was generally believed that 
the Nazis started the blaze them- 
selves.

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RUSSIANS BATTER 
QUT NEW SALIENT 
BEHIND ENEMYS 
LAST RIVER LINE 


Foe Left With 50-Mile- 
Wide Corridor of Es- 
cape to West in White 
Russia — 80 More 
Towns Recaptured.

LONDON, Nov. 27 (AP).—Soviet 
forces battered out a new salient 
along both banks of the lower 
Berezina River in White Russia 
today, flanking the Germans’ last 
natural defense line short of the 
old Polish fronties, while on an- 
other sector of this 100-mile front 
they advanced nine miles in pur- 
suit of the Germans retreating 


from Gomel. 

The new Berezina bulge was 
forming between Kalinkovichi and 
Zhlobin, where the Russians had 
previously cut the railroad be 
tween the two towns and pushed 
northwest twoard Bobruisk. It 
was flanking the Orsha-Mogilev 
line on the upper Dnieper which 
guarded Minsk and the . prewar 
Polish frontier, | 

Other forces advancing from the 
industrial center and long-held 
German stronghold of Gomel, 
which fell yesterday, mopped up 80 
towns and hamlets and advanced 
to Uvarovichi, 17 miles northwest 
of Gomel along the German escape 
route to Zhlobin and Bobruisk. 

15 Miles From Zhlobin. 

Some 20 German divisions were 
facing rapid retreat or annihila- 
tion in the maelstrom of Russian 
charges from several directions 
northwest of Gomel. One Soviet 
spearhead was less than 15 miles 
south of Zhlobin, where the Rus- 
sians were moving north between 
the Dnieper and the Sozh rivera, 
The German problem was either to 
hold their escape corridor, less 
than 50 miles wide at its narrow- 
est point, or get back. 

The Moscow Daily Communique, 
recorded by the Soviet Monitor, 
also told of the capture of Yelsk, 
in the Pripet Marshes, which 
lengthened the Russian Kiev bulge 
farther to the north. The Russians 
now hold a line west of Kiev from 
Chernyakhov 95 miles north. of 
Yelsk. 

In this area where the Germans 
have been counterattacking strong- 
ly for two weeks, the Russian bul- 
letin said, the Red Army for the 
third straight day successfully 
beat back Nazi thrusts. 

The German attack appeared 
clearly to have failed as the drive, 
first described as “an armored 
avalanche,” came to a dead end 
more than 40 miles short of Kiev. 

On the northernmost portion of 
the White Russian front, where 
the Russians were driving on the 
upper Dnieper River in a week- 
old offensive that had enveloped 
Propoisk and rolled on to the riv- 
er between Mogilev and Zhlobin, 
action continued but at a slower’ 
pace. 

The Russians, who have pre 
viously announced largescale cap- 
tures in this area, reported enemy 
counterattacks today and the cap- 
ture of several populated places. 

This indicated that German re 
serves which had been stalled by 
mud and difficult communications

WASHINGTON, Nov. 27. — A 
scorching rebuke to the War De- 
partment for undertaking the 134 
million dollar Canol oil develop- 
ment project will be contained in 
a comprehensive report by the Tru- 
man Investigating Committee to be 
issued in the next two weeks, the 
Post-Dispatch learned today. 

The report, based on public and 
closed hearings by the committee 
and a personal inspection of the 
Canol facilities by a suscommittee 
comprised of Senators Harley M. 
Kilgore (Dem.), West Virginia, and 
Homer Ferguson (Rep.), Michigan, 
is expected to recommend: 

That consideration be given at 
once to the advisability of com- 
pleting the development; 

That this decision should be 
determined at a joint conference 
of Petroleum Administrator Har- 
old L. Ickes, Chairman Donald 
Nelson of the War Production 


Board, representatives of the 
State Department and Army offi- 
cials; 

That the decision should be 
based on the need in this country 
for the money, man power and 
materials that otherwise would 
be utilized to complete the proj- 
ect; 

That if it is decided to finish 
it, the contract with the Imperial 
Oil Co. of Canada and the Do- 
minion of Canada should be 
drastically revised to protect this 
country’s postwar rights to the 
oil pool, the refinery and the 

ipelines. 

— Other Criticisms. 

It is understood that the report 
will severely criticise the War De- 
partment for starting the project 
in the first place, for failing take 
Ickes into its confidence, for its 
failure to give adequate study to 
the project before Lt. Gen, Bre- 
hon Somervell, chief of the Army 
Service Forces, issued his direc- 
tive to start work, and for alleged 
“extravagance” and “excessive 
waste” in construction.

IS EXPECTED SOON BY LONDON 


Indication That Event May Be Revealed Mo- 
mentarily Is Circulated Amid New Rumors 


of ‘Big 3’ Meeting.

LONDON, Nov. 27 (AP). — 
Mounting evidence of information 
from abroad strengthened belief in 
London tonight that one of the 
major developments of the war is 
expectable momentarily — in the 
diplomatic rather than the military

Three” by suggesting a fourth big 
Allied power also might be repre- 
sented by its leader at such a con- 
ference, 

Thig is based on the likelihood 
that any such talks would be of 
such broad purpose that Generalis- 
simo Chiang Kai-shek might sit 
in with President Roosevelt, Prime 
Minister Churchill and Premier

Benes’ Whereabouts Unrevealed. 

One of the mystery men of the 
conference may be Eduard Benes,

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DISTILLERS URGE 
SMALLER DRINKS 
DURING HOLIDAYS 


Increase Promised in Liquor 
Supply for Christmas and 
New Year, However. 


NEW YORK, Nov. 27 (AP).— 
Distillers came out of a huddle to- 
day with “Merry Christmas” and 
“Happy New Year” greetings—a 
promise thirsty Americans would 
get a “definite increase” in hard 
liquor for the holidays. “But tell 
‘em to mix ’em smaller and pour 
‘em shorter,” they warned, 
Liquor distributers have found 
that about 40 per cent of annual 
sales are madé in the last quarter 
of a year. Supplies have been ra- 
tioned at 50 per cent of last year’s 
releases for the last five months. 
As a result, distillers said stocks 
have been kept in such check that 
an additional 23 per cent can be 
distributed this month, lifting the 
ratio to about 73 per cent of nor- 
mal for the holiday season. 
The Allied Liquor Industries, 
Inc., said, however, that the indus- 
try is sticking to its original ra- 
tioning plan to make present ware- 
house stocks last through the war. 
Distillers’ suggestions on drink- 
ing etiquette for the holidays in- 
clude: “Put less whisky and more 
water in tall drinks—people usual- 
ly get just as happy. Take it 
easy.”

Status Allows 60-Day Stay 
They May Qualify As 
Resident Foreigners. 

HAVANA, Nov. 27 (AP).—The 
Cuban Government has extended 
permission for Alfred de Marigny 
and his young wife, the former 
Nancy Oakes, to come to Havana 
as tourists, a status that will per- 


-mit them to remain here 60 days. 


Officials revealed that permis- 
sion was granted as a routine mat- 
ter by the Immigration Depart- 
ment.

A TON AUTHORIZED 


Vinson Permits Increase 
Because of Mine Pay 
Boost—OPA to Issue 
District Lists. 


WASHINGTON, Nov. 27 (AP).— 
Stabilization Director Fred Vinson 
today authorized the Office of 
Price Administration to increase 
soft coal prices an average of 17 
cents a ton as a result of the wage 
increase granted to the miners. 
Detailed prices by districts will be 
formulated by the OPA. 

The miners received $1.50 a day 
additional pay in the agreement 
negotiated Nov, 3 by Interior Sec- 
retary Ickes and the United Mine 
Workers. 

Previously, the OPA had boosted 
price ceilings on anthracite an 


average of 62 cents a ton to com- 
pensate for a wage increase of 
approximately 70 cents a day to 
hard coal miners. 

Vinson said the approved price 
increases on soft coal represented 
a compromise between proposals 
by the OPA and the Solid Fuels 
Administration. The SFA had rec- 
ommended prices about five cents 
a ton higher than the OPA sched- 
ule in some districts. 

Vinson said he accepted the 
Fuels Administration’s smaller esti- 
mate of increased production re- 
sulting from the longer work week 
under the new wage agreement, 
while adopting the recommenda- 
tion of the OPA that part of the 
increased labor costs be absorbed 
by the operators in some Cases. 
He declared, however, that where 
operators are required to absorb 
some of the costs, the average 
profit margins in virtually all dis- 
tricts still should be “at least as 
satisfactory as those of 1942.” 

He emphasized that the price 
increases were temporary, and 
“will be subject to revision if 
events demonstrate” that the ap- 
proved prices were not required. 

The OPA said the breakdown on 
prices by districts probably would 
be announced early next week. 

Vinson authorized the OPA to 
“vive special treatment” to cer- 
tain types of high-cost operations 
and to make allowances in those 
cases in determining the amount 
of increased labor costs to be as- 
sumed by the operators. He placed 
in this category hand-loading 
mines in western Kentucky, Illi- 
nois and Indiana and underground 
mines in Missouri, Kansas and 
Oklahoma. 


NEARLY 8 BILLION IN CONTRACTS 
CANCELED BY ARMY UP TO NOV. | 


Effort Made to Give Advance 
Notice to Employers When 
Cutback Is Expected. 

WASHINGTON, Nov. 27 (AP).— 
The Army said today it was mak- 
ing “every effort” to notify the 
War Manpower Commission and 
employers in advance when cut- 
back of war goods production is 
expected. 

“This is done,” the War Depart- 
ment added in a statement, “to 
enable all agencies concerned to 
work with the employer to deter- 
mine the number and types of 
workers to be released and on 
what date and to facilitate ar- 
rangements for the re-employment 
of the displaced workers in other 
essential industry.” 

The Department reported that 
through Oct. 31, 12,383 prime con- 
tracts, with a face value of $7,- 
857,241,000 on the unfinished por- 
tions, had been terminated since 


the start of war production.

Information today of withholding 
and concealing news. 

A memorandum, delivered per- 
sonally by OWI Director Elmer 
Davis to WMC Chairman Paul V. 
McNutt, described the situation as 
sO grave as to “seriously handicap” 
WMC’s work in the war effort. 

A number of complaints cited as 
illustrative of grievances include: 

1. Responsibility for unneces- 
sary confusion in the public mind 
about the father draft. 

2. An asserted WMC tendency 
to deal with newspaper men “on 
a rather hostile basis.” 

3. Failure to issue releases on 
certain policies of public interest 
even when requested, 

4. Maintaining an “unwork- 
able” practice of withholding an- 
nouncements in Washington un- 
til they reach the field. 

5. Giving WMC's information 
division a low rank in the agency, 
so that the information staff thus 
is not “adequately informed of 
what is happening.” 

Davis declined to make public 
his memorandum, reputedly nine 
pages, and thus it apparently 
would not technically fall within 
the scope of White House orders 
against airing of controversies be- 
tween government agency heads. 

The OWI memorandum followed 
complaints from the War agencies 
Correspondents Association, in 
which this group of _ reporters 
protested against lack of informa- 
tion on WMC actions. 

Davis’ note to McNutt stated 
that the agency’s policies, com- 
bined with the complexity of man 
power problems, ght “easily 
lead to an interpretation that you 
have a ‘no news’ policy.” 

While OWI did not. make the 
memorandum public, McNutt free- 
ly acknowledged receiving it and 
met the press late today to discuss 
it 


He told reporters that his agency 
had no policy of news suppression 
but was “seriously short of help 
in our information division—not

5th Army Beats Off Two 
Counterattacks Near 
Venafro—Italian Coast- 
at Railroads Hit by 
Airmen.

ALLIED HEADQUARTERS, Al- 
giers, Nov. 27 (AP).—The British 
Eighth Army has sliced deeper 
into the elaborate German defense 
system northwest of the swollen 
Sangro river under cover of one of 
the war’s most intensive “bomb 
barrages,” Allied headquarters an- 
nounced today. 

The exact extent of the gains 
made yesterday in a drive toward 
enemy hill positions was not dis- 
closed. From these high strong 
points German guns poured a de- 
structive fire into the Eighth 
Army’s hard-won bridgehead across 
the river. Flooded by more than a 
two-foot rise, the river now is 
1000 feet wide in some places. 

That the Eighth Army again hag 
under way an offensive of im- 
portance is shown by a personal 
message from Gen. Sir Bernard L. 
Montgomery to his men which

colossal crack.” 

The contents of the message, 
given Friday, were made public 
today. Montgomery said that “the 
enemy has been outfought by bet- 
ter troops ever since we landed in 
Sicily and his men do not like 
what they are getting. The Ger- 
mans are, in fact, in the very con- 
dition in which we want them.” 

On the other end of the Ger- 
mans’ winter line across Italy, the 
Fifth Army of American Lt. Gen. 
Mark W. Clark smashed two 
counterattacks against their foot- 
holds in the mountains west of 
Venafro, from which it threatens 
a broad valley leading toward 
Cassino and Rome. 

The American forces were fav- 
ored by somewhat better weather, 
but the Eighth’s operations were 
carried out in continued rains 
which made the going aground ex- 
tremely difficult and aerial at- 
tacks unusually hazardous. 

The Eighth Army’s attacks fol- 
lowed the technique of remarkably 
close co-ordination of air and 
ground forces developed in the 
Tunisian and Sicilian campaigns.

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BOMB-BATTERED 
U. S. EMBASSY IN 
BERLIN VACATED 


WASHINGTON, Nov. 27 (AP).— 
The State Department received 
word today the American embassy 
building in Berlin has been so 
heavily damaged by bombs that 
Swiss officials have abandoned use 
of it. The building was on Pariser 
Platz next to the Ministry of Mu- 
nitions and the residence of Prop- 
aganda Minister Joseph Goebbels. 

American Minister Leland Har- 
rison in Bern, Switzerland, ad- 
vised that the Swiss informed him 
that the building was struck by a 
bomb, or bombs, during the mas-

Swiss officials had been using 
it as an office to administer the 
protection of American interests.

Eating of Muskrat, Raccoons, 
Opossums Urged to Save Points 


JEFFERSON CITY, Mo., Nov. 
27 (AP).—Missouri hunters and 
trappers could add approximately 
1,531,600 pounds to the state’s year- 
ly meat supply by utilizing the 
carcasses of three edible furbear- 
ers—the muskrat, raccoon and 
opossum, the State Conservation 
Commission suggested today. 

“The raccoon and opossum have 
been used in some rural Missouri 
homes for generations,” the com- 
mission said. “But the edibility of 
the muskrat has been unappre- 
ciated in this state until recently. 


The fact is, the muskrat prob- 


ably is the tastiest of the three.”

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The commission offers 
circular containing recipes 
cooking the animals—which 
quire no ration points. 

Commission figures indicate 
85,000 muskrat pelts are taken in 
Missouri each year—with each 
muskrat containing a pound of 
dressed meat. Raccoons, which 
give up 13,500 pelts each winter, 
could provide 121,600 pounds of 
meat, and the 330,000 opossum 
taken each’ year contain about 
1,325,000 pounds of food, the com- 
mission said.

LONDON, Nov. 27 (AP).—Royal 
Air Force heavy bombers spread 
fresh ruin with steel and fire 
through stricken Berlin last night, 
in 20 minutes hurling down “much 
more than 1000 long tons” of bombs 
in the third mighty assault this 
week in the campaign to obliterate 


that heart of Nazidom. 

Other bombers attacked Stutt- 
gart, 300 miles southwest, simul- 
taneously. 

Thirty-two big planes were lost. 

Guided by fires still blazing in 
the German capital, the R. A. F. 
gouged great new wounds and set 
conflagrations visible for 200 miles, 
their whistling bombs spiraling to 
14,000 long tons the total weight of 
explosives and incendiaries heaped 
on Berlin in 1943, and boosting the 
total for little more than a week 
to some 6000. (The British long ton 
is 2240 pounds.) 

It was the fifth straight night of 
raids—counting two lighter Mos- 
quito stabs—on Berlin, and whole- 
sale evacuation of the city seemed 
ever more likely. 

Stockholm newspaper said the 
new attack was concentrated in 
the west and central sectors, with 
huge fires in the Charlottenburg 
area, and that 500,000 Berliners 
were homeless. Unconfirmed 
Stockholm reports said that war 
workers had been forbidden to 
leave Berlin, but that about 100,000 
“escaped” without registering their 
movements with the police. 

Help .From Yanks. 

The Germans’ failure to break up 
the R. A. F. attack was a “signal 
victory” for the United States Air 
Force, which knocked down 56 
Nazi fighters Friday over Bremen 
and did “much to take the edge 
off the enemy’s counterattack” at 
Berlin, the British Air Ministry de- 
clared. The Americans lost 39 
planes in the Bremen attack, 

The Americans’ whittling of Nazi 
strength was especially appreciated 
because, due to clear weather, the 
R. A. F,. bombers were open to at- 
tack by German fighters all the 
way across Germany.

PEARL HARBOR, Nov. 26 (De- 
layed).—American seizure of the 
Gilbert Islands from the Japanese 
is a blueprint of the road to Tokyo. 
The battle for Betio, the fiercest, 
bloodiest and most ruthless I have 
seen in the two years of the Pa- 
cific war, showed how long, hard 
and costly that road will be. 

Spectacular and critical almost 
to the last, the struggle even so 
was but a tactical highlight of the 
vast strategic plan. As guch it 
overshadowed the real immensity 
of the entire Central Pacific op- 
erations, for which the United 
States concentrated the greatest 
naval and air strength ever 
brought together in the history of 
the world and without which vic- 
tory would have been utterly im- 
possible, 

As it was, we won by the nar- 
rowest of margins. During the 
heat of battle, while I was watch- 
ing dive bombers and warships 
bombarding the enemy strong- 
points, R. Adm. Harry Hill, who 
commanded the operation, told me 
that had the enemy been able to 
sink but one of our transports we 
might well have suffered the most 
humiliating and galling defeat. 

That this didn’t happen is solely 
because the United States massed 
such a colossal naval force that 
the Japanese Navy, in spite of 
Tokyo radio broadcasts, didn't 
dare to come out at the critical 
moment, 

1000 Allied Planes, 

Also, our strength was so great 

—more than 1000 planes—that we 


were able to pound and neutralize Cassino, on the road to Rome. 


Japan’s nearest air bases in the 
Marshalls only a few hundred 
miles away, The result was that 
the enemy air raids were weak 
and ineffectual, 

At Betio, for example, the great- 
est number of enemy aircraft to 
show up was six planes, which in 
the darkness on three successive 
mornings made sneak raids in 
which I saw them bomb their own 
troop positions. 

The vastness of the preparations 
for the fight for Betio was brought 
home to me in a dramatic talk 
with Adm. Hill and the Marine 
Commander, Maj. Gen, Julian C. 
Smith, on the signal bridge of the 
flagship as, with elbows resting

RED GUERRILLAS 

SLIP BEHIND FOE,

RETREAT ROADS 


Nazis Hurriedly Pulling 
Back From Gomel 
Area Through 50-Mile 
Corridor With Russians 
Pressing Sides. 


LONDON, Nov. 28 (Sunday) 
(AP) — Twenty German divisions 
were forced into hasty retreat 
from Gomel today, abandoning 
equipment and stores, as Soviet 
guerrillas infiltrated to set mines 
and road traps in their rear and 
a pursuing Red Army regular 
force beat them back frontally 
nine miles in 24 hours, 

Other Soviet columns pounded 
at the sides of the Nazis’ 50-mile- 
wide escape corridor, as they ran 
a gantlet extending northwest 
from Gomel through Zhlobin and 
Bobruisk toward Minsk, 

This picture was presented by 
the Soviet midnight communique, 
recorded by the Soviet monitor, 
which also told of gains that 
punched out a new salient along 
the lower Berezina River and of 
successful defense against the 
German counterattack in the Kiev 
bulge which was reported rein- 
forced with eight tank divisions— 
some of them from Italy, Greece 
and Norway. 

Enemy Hard Pressed. 

The Russians indicated that 
fleeing Nazi forces who lost Gomel 
Friday were in desperate straits. 

“Hastily retreating under blows 
by Red Army troops, the enemy is 
abandoning heavy equipment and 
stores with military equipment 
and ammunition in the area of 
Uvarovichi,” the communique said. 

Uvarovichi is 17 miles northwest 
of Gomel and only a few miles 
from the railroad along which the 
Germans were falling back. Many 
trucks full of Germans were cap- 
tured in one sector and in another 
19 guns, 86 machine guns and nu- 
merous stores of equipment fell to 
the Russians. A total of more than 
80 towns and hamlets were recap- 
tured by the Russians in this area. 

Guerrillas Block Road. 

Guerrillas were playing an im- 
portant part in this newest Soviet 
bid for a German disaster. 

The communique said several 
guerrilla detachments operating in 
the Gomel region mined the road 
of the retreating German troops 
and set traps on the road. 

“In one sector Soviet Patriots 
organized road blocks and for 
three days and nights fought. en- 
gagements with a German mortar 
column, inflicting heavy losses on 
the enemy,” the communique said. 
“Only a small number of German 
trucks succeeded in getting 
through the road block and cross- 
ing the mined section of the road.” 

More than 50 German trucks 
were wiped out and 400 Germans 
killed in this fight.

SOUTHWEST PACIFIC AI-

(The enemy fought from well 
prepared positions, using machine 
guns and mortars. The Japanese 
appeared to be moving overland 
behind the beachhead from the 
Jaba River on the south side of 
the American positions to attack 
on the northeast. An American 
naval blockade has prevented the 
Japanese from moving barges 
down the west coast from Buka to 
supply punch for such an attack.) 
. On the Huon Peninsula of North- 
eastern New Guinea, jungle-fight- 
ing Australians, who wrested the 
plateau stronghold of Sattelberg 
from the Japanese, moved along 
the enemy's line of retreat and 
cut the Bonga-Wareo trail on the 
north. 

The Aussies also captured Pino 
Hill, a large irregular height domi- 
nating the northeastern half of the 
important jungle trail. 

Above the peninsula, the next 
important Japanese base is Madang 
on which other Australian forces 
bave been moving from along the 
Famu Valley. The spokesman said 
there had been no advance in the 
¥alley the past few days but the 
Aussie patrols still operated on the 
lower part of a good road which 
leads to Bogadjim, Madang’s de- 
fense outpost. 

Allied air forces were active on 
both the Solomons and New Guinea 
fronts. 

North of Finschhafen, Mitchell 
and Marauder mediu mbombers, es- 
corted by Lightnings, dropped 49 
tons of bombs on supply dumps in 
the Sio area and attacked a Japa- 
nese barge base Friday. 

P-47s and P-40s strafed trucks 
and other targets in the Madang 
vicinity. 

Two waves of Liberators, with 
Australian flyers manning the es- 
corting P-40s, delivered the fifth 
bombing attack within a week on 
Gasmata, New Britain. In the 
latest attack Friday, 26 tons of ex- 
plosives were dropped on defenses 
at a coastal plantation. Gasmata is 
on the south-central coast of New 
Britain, about 130 miles away from 
ground forces of Gen. MacArthur 
on the Huon Gulf. 

In support of the Solomons op- 
erations, Liberators on Wednesday 
dropped 500 light bombs on the 
Chabai area on the northern tip 
of Bougainville and 200 on an air- 
drome across a narrow passage of 
water on Buka Island. 

In a limited operation notable 
for its pioneering nature, a recon- 
naissance plane struck 500 miles 
north of Bougainville, about half- 
way to Japan's naval stronghold 
of Truk, at Kapingamarangi Island.

The Nazis have been fishing fe- 
verishly for a clew to the confer- 
ence, and the German Overseas 
News Agency, heard by the Min- 
istry of Information, said tonight 
“the decision of Smuts (Field Mar- 
shal Jan Christian Smuts, Prime 
Minister of the Union of South Af- 
rica) to postpone once more his 
return journey is taken as another 
sign of the imminence of the meet- 
ing between Churchill, Stalin and 
Roosevelt.” 

The Germans said that although 
there are no indications as to the 
time or place of this meeting “in- 
direct signs lead to belief that it 
will not take place in London.”

dicated that the Germans were 
stiffening their defenses.

From Switzerland came word, 
possibly exaggerated, that Berlin's 
dead totaled 13,000—more than a 
quarter of Britain’s air raid toll 
in the entire war. 

Nazis Tighten Censorship. 
But there was only a smatter- 
ing of such reports today. A tight 
German censorship clamped down 
on neutral correspondents and 
even on home circulation reflected 
the serious impact of last night's 
assault, which the conservative 
R. A. F. described as “most effec- 
tive.” 3 
The bombers “in very’ great 
strength” thundered across’ the 
English coast for three-quarters 
of an hour to hit Berlin and the 
great industrial and transport cen- 
ter of Stuttgart. 

With the Thursday night raid 
on Frankfurt-am-Main and_ the 
record American attack by nearly 
1000 planes on Bremen by daylight 
Friday, the air offensive probably 
broke the 24-hour record for bomb 
weight dropped on German objec- 
tives. That record was 4000 tons 
set Nov. 3 with blows at Wilhelm- 
shafen, Duesseldorf and Northern 
France. 

Canadian airmen participating 
in the Berlin attack said “You 
could see whole city blocks out- 
lined in fire,” and that “it looked 
as if the whole town was aflame.” 
Great fires also were started in 
Stuttgart, where the Nazis produce 
airplane and submarine engines 
and tanks and trucks. 

The Germans stabbed at Lon- 
don Friday night. Several per- 
sons were reported killed by 
bombe. , 

In 19 heavy attacks in Novem- 
ber, the Allies have lost an aver- 
age of 12 bombers per operation. 
And there was every indication 
that the forces employed in the 
day and night attacks Friday were 
well over 600 planes each, with the 
losses consequently within the 5 
per cent range that air strategists 
consider is not too hampering a 
price. 

Thus the indicated stiffening of 
German defenses is not likely to 
crimp the campaign. 
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BERLINERS PRAY 
AND SING HYMNS

STOCKHOLM, Nov. 27 (AP).— 
Travelers reaching Stockholm from 
Berlin tonight told how residents 
of the Nazi capital prayed and 
sang religious hymns as they 
crowded Into air raid shelters dur- 
ing the heavy air raids this week. 

They described Friday night's at- 
tack as virtually as heavy as the 
record raid Monday night despite 
a very strong German fighter- 
plane defense.

“The day in Berlin is awful,” 
said Mrs. Solveig Schol, who ar- 
rived in Sweden by plane tonight. 

“Uninterrupted explosions of

time bombs are causing terrible 
nervous tension,” she said, “Friday 
I heard no fewer than 60 ex- 
plosions. We sat in bomb shelters 
praying together and singing re- 
ligious songs. Opposite our shel- 
ter an entire quarter was de- 
stroyed and 38 persons were 
killed.” 

A Swedish engineer, who re- 
turned to Sweden from Brussels by 
way of Berlin, said “how to get out 
of Berlin?” is the big question for 
all people there. , 

“Traffic difficulties still are tre- 
mendous,” he declared, 


Great fires were reported from 
Siemenstadt where the huge Sie- 
mens electrical works are located. 
Siemenstadt was one of the dis- 
tricts which bore the brunt of Fri- 
day’s raid. é 

The Berlin correspondent of the 
newspaper Dagens Nyheter said 
buildings were collapsing all over 
the Nazi capital, killing many per- 
sons who were trying to salvage 
some of their belongings. 

“I was warned to stay away 
from one sector by a policeman 
who told me six women had been 
killed there by a falling wall,” the 
correspondent said. 


Thousands of foreign workers 
are helping in cleaning up the 
debris. Most are Italians. The 
others are Russians with distinc- 
tive markings on their backs. 
Only a few trolley and bus lines 
are operating and great crowds 
wait hopelessly for places. 

“Most people in Berlin walk to- 
day,” the correspondent related. 
‘During the first raids thou- 
sands of persons used the subways 
to walk about town since most of 
the streets were covered with a 
a blanket of flame, boats of all 
sizes also are being used for trans- 
portation and to evacuate people 
from Berlin. 

“People crowd waterstands in 
the street for water as homes 
which were not hit by bombs or 
incendiaries lack water, gas and 
electricity.” 

Paul Schmidt, Foreign Office 
spokesman was reported to have 
resumed his conferences today 
with the foreign press in the Wil- 
helmstrasse with his arm in a 
sling, suffering from an injury re- 
ceived from a falling beam while 
aiding in fire fighting.

Cedegren said 250 movies were 
being made in Germany and 100 
in American and British camps for 
Germans.

ISTANBUL, Nov. 27 (AP).—The 
Black Sea region of North Central 
Turkey was hit hard by an earth- 
quake today and first reports 
reaching here said 30 persons were 
killed and hundreds of buildings 
destroyed. Although the quake 
was felt at Ankara, its center ap- 
peared to be in the hills south of 
the Black Sea. 

The force of the shock broke the 
needle of the Istanbul seismograph. 

Telephone and telegraph com- 
munication between Istanbul and 
the Kastamonu region 125 miles 
east were disrupted and it was 
feared greater damage may be re- 
ported when the facilities are re- 
stored,

ported that three separate shocks 
totaling 25 seconds were felt be- 
tween 10:23 o'clock last night and 
1:25 o’clock this morning (5:25 p. 
m. Friday, St. Louis time.) 


An earthquake described as un- 
usually strong was recorded by St. 
Louis -University selsmograph at 
5:23 p. m. yesterday, the Rev. J. B. 
Macelwane, S. J., director of the 
university department of geophys- 
ics, announced today. The trem- 
ors, which continued about five 
hours, were 6000 miles from St.

REPORTED KILED

Enemy F orce Trying to 
Take City of Changteh 
Has Been Encircled, 
Chinese Say.

CHUNGKING, Nov. 27 (AP).— 
The Chinese reported tonight that 
they were tightening their net 
around Japanese forces in North- 
ern Hunan Province and that near- 
ly 10,000 enemy troops had been 
killed in fighting for the Rice 


Bowl city of Changteh, 

Th; Chinese have estimated that 
the Japanese have approximately 
100,000 troops fighting in the 
Northern Hunan area, but a com- 
munique announcing the _ encir- 
cling of enemy forces. in that area 
did not specify the number of Japa- 
nese caught in the trap, 

The Japanese, though suffering 
heavy casualties, were fighting 
fiercely. The Chinese said that a 
force of some 1000 invaders broke 
through the north gate of 
Changteh, stronghold guarding the 
approaches of Changsha, capital 
of Hunan Province, but that the 
defenders wiped them out in a 
bloody battle. 

Other Japanese forces swept 
around and stormed through the 
south gate but suffered nearly 3300 
casualties Thrsday and Friday. 
Previously the Chinese had an- 
nounced more than 5000 Japanese 
casualties. 

Another Japanese column at- 
tempting to by-pass Changteh on 
the east wae attacked by Chinese 
forces west and southwest of Han- 
show where heavy losses were in- 
flicted on the Japanese. Other 
Chinese troops made “further prog- 
ress” on both sides of the Yangtze 
River in Hupeh Province. 

Diversionary attacks in North- 
ern and Central Hupeh and South- 
ern Honan were reported. The Chi- 
nese said these attacks prevented 
the Japanese from reinforcing 
their hard-pressed troops in North- 
ern Hunan. 


No U. 8S. Planes Lost in Bombing 
of Formosa Air Base. 

HEADQUARTERS OF THE 
FOURTEENTH UNITED STATES 
AIR FORCE, China, Nov. 26 (De- 
layed) (AP).—China-based Mitch- 
ell bombers and long-range fight- 
ers carried the air war to For- 
mossa Island in a Thanksgiving 
Day raid that smashed the big air 
base at Shinchiku and cost the 
enemy at least 31 planes. 

All our planes and airmen re- 
turned from the big island fortress 
90 miles off the China coast be- 
tween the Philippines and Japan 
proper and astride the Japanese 
sea lanes to southeastern Asia and 
the Southwest Pacific. 

P-38 Lightning fighters led the 
low-level attack” which apparently 
caught the Japanese off guard 
with only a few planes in the air.

Boats Dashed in Through Heavy Enemy Fire 
——Japanese Fought Until Wounded and 


Surrounded, Then Killed Selves.

WITH U. S. MARINE ASSAULT 
TROOPS AT TARAWA ATOLL, 
Nov. 22 (Delayed) (AP). — This 
Japanese base is now under Amer- 
ican control — despite continuing 
machine gun and sniper fire— 
after three days and nights of the 
bloodiest, grimmest fighting in 
Marine corps history, 

The first main assault wave hit 
the beach on tiny Betio Island in 
the atoll at 9:19 a. m., Nov. 20. 
Tonight, three days later, it still 
is impossible to walk anywhere 
without getting shot at. 

On Tarawa, an enemy garrison 
of approximately 4000 naval troops 
put up a stubborn fight until 
death, The Marines are blasting 
each Japanese from his concrete 
or coconut machine gun nest, his 
sniping positions in trees and holes 
and from his bombproof dugouts. 


Many Japanese Suicides. 


The Japanese will not give up. 
I have seen a number of Japa- 
nese who blew off their own heads 
when wounded, gurrounded and 
their ammunition about gone. 

We now hold about two-thirds of 
the island, The main Jap force is 
pinched into the thin eastern tail 
of the two-and-one-half mile long 
island. 

Another group is wedged against 
the western end and nearly sur- 
rounded, 

(Since this dispatch was writ- 
ten, the Japanese on Tarawa have 
been wiped out.) 

The 4400-foot airfield is in our 
hands, although Japanese machine- 
gunners and snipers still are both- 
ersome there. 

Senior officers declare they’ve 
never seen a landing and battle 
like this one, that Guadalcanal was 
easy compared to it. 


American casualties have been 
high. For four consecutive days, 
there was bombing and shelling 
and then a total of approximately 
2000 tons of shells and bombs were 
dropped on this small area in three 
hours on the morning preceding 
the landing. They did a large 
amount of damage but they didn’t 
knock out the majority of the 
Japanese positions which were so 
well fortified that they take direct, 
heavy hits, 

Landed Under Heavy Fire. 

The Marines landing the first 
two days were met as they neared 
the beach by a constant stream of 
machine gun, rifle mortar and 
antiboat gunfire. The mortars and 
heavy guns all appear to be 
knocked out by now, however. 

The men had to cross a reef 


where often it was too shallow for 
boats. Many of the men had to 
struggle through the water on foot 
while being raked by fire. 

The beachhead the first day ex- 
tended for less than a mile along 


the shore. Inland in some places it 
was less than 50 yards. 


}around it, 


head was thrown back slightly. I 
felt the top of the steel hemlet 
and it was redhot where a bullet 
had creased it. I dived completely 
under water as I did many times 
afterward and tried to swim sub- 
merged as far as possible. 

Death of Colonel. 

The Colonel, in the lead, went 
down suddenly and never came up 
again. One of our radio operators 
also was killed. Lt. (jg) J. P. Odell 


|Jr., of Minneapolis, who was right 
ahead of me, groaned and 


went 
under the water. By the time I ap- 
proached he was on his feet stag- 
gering ahead, although he was hit 
in the shoulder. (Odell made the 
beach all right, and worked two 
days and nights without rest and 
refusing to be evacuated.) 

We finally fell exhausted behind 
a barricade and then proceeded 
again in the face of

quence alongside the remarkable | 
record of heroism of these Ma-| 
rines, but they give an insight into 
what the average man went 
through those first terrible days. 
I was in the landing craft early 
the morning of Nov. 20 with a 
lieutenant colonel and about 20 
other men. Battleships, cruisers 
and destroyers were shelling the 
island, and waves of planes were 
bombing and strafing. Many col- 
umns of smoke and flames were 
rising from the island as we ap- 
proached it. The noise of falling 
bombs and shells wag deafening. 
We didn’t think any Japanese 
could live through that barrage, 
but we soon got our answer. Heavy 
shells started hitting around us 
through our smoke screen. 


Transfer to Other Boats. 


Our boat darted in and out of 
the lines of landing craft with in- 
structions. We heard a radio mes- 
sage, saying “the first wave has 
hit the beach.” A few minutes 
later the Colonel, about eight oth- 
er men and I transferred into oth- 
er boats. We were under heavy 
fire now. 


There were two dead men in the 
bottom of our new boat. We 
moved closer to shore with bullets 
whizzing by, some piercing the 
sides of the boat, and also heavy 
shells were coming so close they 
threw water over us. 

About 400 yards from the beach 
our boat apparently was out of 
control. The Colonel ordered us 
out and to head in. Just before 
we climbed over the side, the calm, 
cool Colonel shouted at me and 


grinned: 
“I guess you got a story. It 
looks like the Japs want a scrap.” 
A few minutes later this colonel 
was killed. 


Meanwhile I hit the water waist 
deep, cut off my “Mae West” life 
jacket with a knife. I couldn't 
unbuckle it. I followed the Colonel 
and the men, splashing ahead. We 
were caught in cross-fire from the 
right and =Ileft—machine = guns, 
rifles and occasionally heavy cali. 
ber automatic weapons, The bul- 
lets hissed in the water alongside 
of all of us. As the water was 
now shallower most of us got 
down on our hands and knees with 
only our heads showing. But the 
roing was so slow we had to rise 
intermittently. 


We made spurts. upright. My 


We finally reached the beach, 
dived head first into a shell crater 
half filled with water. I was pinned 
back in the hole with Pfc. S. R. 
Flanagan of St. Paul, Minn. A 
heavy mortar shell must have hit 
some Japanese ammunition nearby. 
There was a terrific explosion and 
pieces of timber, debris, rocks and 
sand showered down on us for 
several seconds, never seeming to 
end. Flanagan smiled and said: 
“I wish I was home and I wish I 
had a cigarette.” 

All this time there was heavy 
gunfire and I could see the troops, 
following us in, also being fired 
on, 

Flanagan and I hit a half dozen 
more holes, crawling on our bellies 
during the next 15 minutes. We 
were bothered most by mortars 
dropping close by. 

We finally crawled into a deep 
shell hole where we recognized 
some of the men from my boat,

TOUGHER BATTLES 
INDICATED AHEAD

WASHINGTON, Nov. 27 (AP).— 
Conquest of the Gilberts after the 
“toughest fight in Marine history” 
may be the forerunner of even 
tougher and costlier battleg in the 


Central Pacific. 

Secretary of the Navy Knox has 
declared the Japanese must be 
driven from the mandated islands 
of which the Gilberts are only a 
relatively small part. And almost 
as treacherous and dangerous as 
the Japanese, are the coral reefs 
that cover approaches to many of 
the enemy-held atoll bases. 

It was such reefs and total lack 
of natural cover, military observers 
here believe, that must have 
caused a greater part of the heavy 
casualties on Tarawa, for more 
than 2000 tons of shells had plas 
tered the island base before inva- 
sion waves went ashore. 

Certainly that bombardment, 
plus some 700 tons of aerial bomba, 
killed or wounded very many of 
the enemy garrison estimated at 
4000 men. But, because of the ter 
rain, even a handful of survivors 
could have caused such heavy dam- 
age to the attacking Marines.

Eight of the district’s nine ser- 
geants were demoted to patrolmen 
and transferred to other districts 
in the Police Board’s first cleanup 
move, on Nov. 12. The only ser- 
géant not disciplined was one who 
had been assigned to the district 
only a short time before. 

Inquiry Nearly Completed. 

Police Inspector Maurice Mul- 
cahy, who has been making a de- 
tailed study of open law violations 
in the Lucas Avenue District, has 
practically completed his investi- 
gation, and the Police Board mem- 
bers are now studying his findings 
and recommendations.

975,000 MAN-DAYS LOST 
DUE TO STRIKES IN OCTOBER 


WASHINGTON, Nov. 27 (AP),.— 
Tdleness due to strikes in October 
amounted to about 975,000 man- 
days or about one-eighth of 1 per 
cent of the available working time 
of American wage earners, and 
compares with 243,756 man-days 
lost in October, 1942. 

Announcing these figures today, 
the Bureau of Labor Statistics said 
there were 290 strikes last month 
involving 215,000 workers. The 
scattered coal mining stoppages 
from Oct. 13 to the end of the 
month accounted for about 40 per 
cent of the total workers inyolved 
in strikes and more than half of 
the total ifleness. 

The bureau said the average 
man-days lost due to strikes for 
the five prior years for October 
was 1,229,804.

The 8000-ton tanker drove into 
the 1630-ton destroyer, cutting it 
in two. The forward part of the 
Murphy sank within 10 minutes, 
carrying 35 members of the crew 
with it. The rear section remained 
afloat, and within 24 hours reached 
New York harbor, where it is now 
being repaired. This part of the 
Murphy was the smallest section 
of a destroyer ever pulled into 
any port, 

A total of 110 men from the crew 
of the Murphy were picked up 
from the water by two other de- 
stroyers during the two hours fol-

As he walked 
past Roosevelt, a sniper’s bullet 
clipped the bark off a stump be- 
tween Roosevelt and Conroy. .- 

Conroy paid no heed, and a 
bullet got him squarely between 
the eyes as he stood up and waved 
his arms in ordering the tank to 
go ahead, Lt. Col, Nicholas Ruff- 
ner dashed to the Colonel's body, 
ascertained that he was dead, and 
ran back to cover. 

Col. Conroy was buried this aft- 
ernoon at a simple ceremony. Lt. 
Col. Lafayette Yarwood, Nyack, 
N. Y., senior division chaplain, re- 
cited the Catholic burial prayer. 
Both Gen. Ralph Smith and Maj. 
Gen. Holland Smith, commander 
of the Marines in the operation, 
attended the funeral service. 


Jap Snipers Everywhere. 


Japanese snipers seemed to be 
everywhere. Nyland Nordybe of 
Brooklyn, a Navy protographer, 
just missed being picked off by 
one. His automatic jammed after 
he saw a Japanese against a coco- 
nut tree—and the Japanese saw 
him. A soldier tried to get the 
Japanese, but fell with a machete 
knife in his shoulder. Three other 
soldiers finally plugged the sniper. 

Capt. Stempen J, Meany, Jesuit 
chaplain who formerly edited the 
Catholic magazine, America, was 
wounded going to the aid of a 
wounded man. Col. Yarwood said 
Meany was convinced his medal of 
the Virgin Mary saved his life. 
The sniper’s bullet hit the medal, 
and glanced through his chest and 
arm. The priest lay without aid 
about three hours before a patrol 
led by Lt. Warren Lindquist, Boon- 
town, N. J., could reach him after 
darkness. 

Capt. Eddie McCabe, young Man- 
hattan attorney and Col. Conroy’s 
intelligence officer, who was with 
his commander when he was killed, 
got a measure of personal revenge 
in a three-hour patrol after snip- 
ers, 

When a shot disclosed a Jap’s 
position, “I got him in the head 
with my first shot,” McCabe said. 
“I got me a Jap for the Colonel.” 

Two young Chinese soldiers who 
had been closely associated with 
Conroy were among the graveside 
mourners at Conroy’s. funeral. 
They were Pvt. Dong Foo, New 
York City, the Colonel’s personal 
orderly, who has an expert marks- 
man rating, and Sing Tang, an or- 
derly from Manhattan’s Chinatown 
regimental staff.

AT A UNITED STATES BOMB- 
ER STATION IN ENGLAND, Nov. 
27 (AP).—Leaning over open bomb- 
bay doors thousands of feet above 
Germany, the bombardier of a Fly- 
ing Fortress sighted his target with 
naked eye and shoveled out bombs 
by hand yesterday to blast a big 
railway junction outside Bremen. 

When the bomb release mechan-

Army Journal Comment. 

The Army and Navy Journal, 
unofficial service publication, paid | 
high tribute to the accomplish- 
ments of Patton, and pointed out | 
the “intense mental and physical | 
ordeal” to which he was subjected 
during the Sicilian campaign. The 
editorial continues: 

“Since he entered West Point, 
Gen. Patton has been familiar with

soldier, or for conduct of a nature 
to bring discredit to the service. 
However, he was not made subject 
to the articles, not even to that 
which authorized his superior to 
admonish or reprimand him. In- 
stead, he was merely privately cas- 
tigated by Gen. Eisenhower and 
retained in his command. 

“There are lessons to be drawn 
from this deplorable affair which 
the high command hereafter 
should indorse. The kind of a 
democratic Army we have requires 
the existence of a state of disci- 
pline based upon mutual respect. 
Fortunately, that prevails. Offi- 
cers, no matter what their rank, 
guilty of undermining it, should be 
relieved instantly from their com- 
mand. After a rest, as in the case 
of Gen. Patton, they might prove 
to be useful again. 

“The other lesson ts that there 
should be observed with equal 
strictness the policy of Gen. Per- 
shing, under which in World War I 
divisions were withdrawn from the 
battle line to rest stations before 
they became mentaly and physi- 
cally over-tired. Had this been 
done in the case of Gen. Patton, 
he would have been spared from | 
the act he committed.” | 

Criticism of Suppression. 

The Army and Navy Register,

tion, said in an editorial: 

“Another regrettable affair in 
the Army must be attributed to | 
the desire to suppress news.

Adm, Hill, who commanded the 
American carrier task force oper- 
ating with the British home fleet 


of last year, is a slight, blue-eyed, 
energetic man. Sociable but a 
stickler for ceaseless training and 
discipline, he is known through- 
out the fleet as “Hairbreadth 
Harry.” 

Dogmatically and forcefully 
pounding the palm of his left hand 
with his right fist, Adm. Hill de- 
clared ‘victory here won't be a 
matter of luck.” 

Hard Nut to Crack. 

“The Japanese,” he continued, 
“have made Betio the hardest nut 
any naval or military commander 
has ever been ordered to crack. 
We are going to win, because we 
have got the force. Back of that 
force we have brilliant men. I 
mean the American high command 
and the big three out here in the 
Gilberts now— V. Adm. Raymond 
A. Spruance, who helped win Mid- 
way; R. Adm, Richmond Kelly 
Turner, who directed most of the 
Solomon landings, and Maj. Gen. 
Holland Smith. 

“The high command has given 
us all they have. Look at all of 
these battleships, cruisers, destroy- 
ers and transports lying dead in 
the water waiting for those mag- 


bayonet to clean up that island 
so the transports can unload. 
“Believe me, we couldn’t have 
done it, or if we had tried it, we 
would have caught hell here if 


us. 

“Right now we on this bridge 
are looking at the greatest and 
most terrible scrap America has 
ever been in, and yet the real fight 
isn’t here at Tarawa. Right now 
it igs spread over millions of square 
miles of the Pacific. It is a big 
picture, beautifully put together. 
Our success here isn’t due to the 
Navy, the Army the Marines or 
their air forces. It is due to the 
greatest thing America has ever 
achieved, unity of command, 

“Hell of a Lot of Hard Work.” 

“IT am running this particular 
little bit of the whole show. Re- 
sponsibility for everything is mine, 
not because I am a navy man, but 
because the high command con- 
sidered this to be a job for an ad- 
miral and they picked me. 

“Gen. Smith, who is leaving this 
ship shortly to pitch in there with 
his marines, has given me every- 
thing he’s got—loyalty, friendship 
and hard work, and there has 
been a hell of a lot of hard work 
put into this thing. 

“All the air (power) you see op- 
erating here is doing what I want 
it to do... That air comes to 
me by. .co-operation, because all 
the men who matter are fighting 
one enemy, the Japanese, and not 
one another. Tell that to the peo- 
ple of the United States, where 
there’s so much loose talk and 
mistaken opinion about unity of 
command, 

“We have unity of’ command. 
Hammer that. home and you'll be 
doing a national service. Take it 
from me that if the high command 
had thought this would be a job 
for a general, then a general would 
have run it, and if I had been 
under him with the Navy he would 
be getting from me all the sup- 
port that happens to be mine to- 
day. This is the thing that has 
given us perfection.” 

All Necessary, Smith Says. 
Adm. Hill turned to Gen. Smith 
and said, “All right, I’ve said my 
piece, General, what have you got 
to say?”

There were, 
however, man-made .obstacles, all 
designed with military brilliance 
and efficiently and soundly con- 
structed. 
The measure of the success of 
the bombardment is that we land- 
ed, having knocked out the big 
gun positions.

Military and naval leaders as- 
sured me that the lessons of Betio, 
and there were many, were learned 
so hardly that they will be applied 
in the future. Indeed some of 
these lessons may well revolu- 
tionize amphibious warfare. 


Course of War Altered. 


The capture of the Gilberts has 
altered the whole course of the 
war against Japan. Clearly for 
the future it will be a sea war de- 
cided by naval action. 

Admittedly there must be a con- 
tinuation of the abhorred island- 
hopping, which really is only just 
beginning. This so-called island- 
hopping in the Solomons has been 
little more than cleaning Japs out 
of occupied areas where they con- 
stituted a threat to Australia and 
New Zealand. 

As a reporter [I have found 
naval and military commanders 
convinced that the most direct and 
only route to Japan is through the 
central Pacific. 


While the island-hopping policy 


is publicly unpopular in the United 
States, there was no choice, and 
indeed it seems the quickest way 
to win, especially when fought the 
American way. Every time the 
United Stetes seizes an island it 
establishes air bases. There is 
little attempt to do as Japan does 
—to fortify these islands until they 
are miniature Gibraltars. 

Rather, the policy is to crowd 
them with aircraft and use sea 
power to hold off invasion forces. 
So far Japan has not worked out 
any answers to that, and unless it 
does so soon it will be too late.

On the next play Lach 
faded back and with End Paul Li- 
mont virtually hanging around his 
shoulders like a necklace, he shook 
free and catapulted the ball to An- 
derson, who was hovering around 
the goal line with his motor run- 
ning. 

Anderson’s perfect catch and 
Steve Juzwick’s subsequent place- 
kick stood between Notre Dame 
and its first unbeaten-untied sea- 
son since Knite Rockne’s last 
team in 1930. 

The Sailors’ sturdy line limited 

the terrors of the T to 181 yards 
by rushing, their poorest showing 
of the season. Meantime, Great 
Lakes powered by Emil Sitko, 
Notre Dame freshman last year, 
and Dewey Proctor of Furman 
drilled through the vaunted Irish 
forwards for 284 yards by rushing, 
the best showing any of Notre 
Dame’s nine previous opponents.

The total offensive aver- 
ange passing and running for Notre 
Dame amounted to 418.1 yards, only 
12 short of matching Georgia's 
modern record of last year.

It will be the third meeting this 
year between Mauriello and Alfano, 
as Tami defeated Mike in 10) 
rounds on Sept. 14 in New 
and again on Oct. 18 in New Haven, 
Conn. Alfano went the distance 
both times. Mike has four de- 
cisions to his credit this year, 

Lost to Bivins. 

Mauriello has dropped but one 
verdict in 1943, that to Jimmy 
Bivins, Cleveland Negro, last March 
in New York. He has defeated 
Vince Pimpinella, Lee Savolid, 
stopped Tony Musto, who boxed 
Joe Louis here, knocked out Gun- 
nar Barlund and won from Tommy 
Campanella, in addition to his de- 
cisions over Alfano. 

In his career starting in 1939, 
Mauriello has engaged in 55 bouts, 
winning 35 by knockouts, 15 on de- 
cisions, he has lost four and drew 
on one match, that with Bob Pas- 
tor. 

That is an impressive record and 
far overshadows that of Mike Al- 
lano who has not done a great deal 
since he started in 1938. The few 
fights he has won have been at the 
expense of little known opponents 
and in 1941 he was stopped five 
times in succession when he in- 
vaded the ranks of the topnotch 
heavyweights. Pastor, Pat Comis- 
key, Lee Savold, Red Burman and 
Harry Bobo all knocked out Alfano 
but Mauriello, despite his record, 
has been unable to do as much. 

Efforts to get a more outstand- 
ing opponent for Mauriello in his 
St. Louis debut were unavailing as 
there are not many heavyweights 
active right now, most of them 
being in the armed services.

Rpresent- 
atives of minor league clubs will 
join the Cardinal party in New 
York and Luke Sewell, Dick Muc- 
kerman and Jimmy Conzelman 
will report to Barnes before the 
convention opens. 

At prewar baseball meetings 
trade rumors always filled the air 
and the exchange of players fur- 
nished most of the news of inter- 
est to the fans. At this second 
war-year meeting, however, it is 
likely there will be few if any 
trades. 

“I don’t expect to make a 
trade,” Sam Breadon said before 
departing. “We know exactly 
what we can expect from the 
young players who will be 
brought up from our minor 
league clubs. And that’s more 
than we can say of any players 
who might be offered to us.” 

“We'd like very much to make 
some changes,” Bill DeWitt ad- 
mitted. “But everybody's scared. 
You may deal for a player and 
see him called to the _ service 
three weeks later. So I don’t ex- 
pect much activity in the player 
market.” 

Both St. Louis clubs will seek 
permission to play more than the 
14 night games permitted during 
the 1943 season. There has been 
no discussion of details as to the 
number of extra floodlight con- 
tests to be requested, but there is 
agreement that more are wanted.

But we didn’t mind the time it 
took. It seemed to have an ad- 
vantage, in that it gave the birds 
a chance to settle down, after the 
noise of the shot. 


No Hunting License Needed. 

N those days you didn’t have 
[0 have a hunting license and 

there was no limit on your bag. 
We'd start shooting quail about 
Oct. 15, which was about as soon 
as the birds were well grown and 
we'd continue shooting unti) the 
end of February. There was no 
game department. The constables 
and law enforcement officers were 
the game wardens. 

It was the same with ducks. 
There was no regulation as to open 
season in those early days and 
we'd shoot them from Sept. 1, 
which was uSually the date they 
began to appear, and continue to 
April 30. The first restriction I 
recall was when it was agreed 
there would be no duck shooting 
after April 30. 

Those lush hunting days, of 
course, arg gone forever. You can 
travel 100 times the distance from 
3631 Delmar to Union boulevard 
without finding quail or ducks in 
such profusion. The snipe have 
become a rarity. 

I have been asked to outline my 
theories of how and why it hap- 
pened. That is easy to do. Un- 
doubtedly the most potent factor 
was the automobile, which brought 
good roads. 

Sometimes, as I reminisce, I feel 
a deep regret that the automobile 
was ever invented. At any rate, 
shortly after the automobile en- 
tered the picture, a sharp decline 
in the quail population was notice- 
able. Before the automobile I 
frequently hunted near Leslie, Mo. 
It was common to find 10 covies 
in a day, but not after the auto 
made it easy for large numbers of 
hunters to travel great distances 
quickly. 

Second, there was the elimination 
of the old split rail fence, Every 
corner, eVery angle of that fence 
was a shelter, with food and cover 
for the birds.

HIGH PAY MINORS NOW GET 
IS CITED AS POSTWAR DANGER 


NEW YORK, Nov. 27 (AP). — 
The “distorted idea of wages that 
young workers are acquiring in 
their present jobs may have serious 
postwar consequences,” the annual 
report of the National Child Labor 
Committee said today. 

“Young people will have to re- 
vise radically their ideas of what 
constitutes a fair wage — and a 
good deal of resentment and rebel- 
lion may be engendered in the 
process,” said the report, issued by 
Mrs. Gertrude Folks Zimand, gen- 
eral secretary of the organization. 
It declared that extension of mini- 
mum wage legislation for minors 
would be imperative after the war. 
“Present wage rates for school- 
age children are execssive in many 
cases and should drop,” it said. 
“But there must be established a 
minimum beyond which they are 
not allowed to fall.” 

The, committee reported that “in 
many communities there have been 
increases of 500 to 700 per cent or 
more” in the year ending Sept. 30, 
1943, in the number of working 
children.

UNGE FEEDING NOW 
UF EUROPE'S NEEDY 


Support Proposals for 
Sending Supplies to 
Peoples of Nazi-Occu- 
pied Countries. 


WASHINGTON, Nov. 27 (AP). 
~The Catholic Bishops of the 
United States today threw their 
support behind proposals that food 
be sent now to the hungry peoples 
of Nazi-occupied countries. 

Such a relief program has been 


vigorously advocated by former 
President Herbert Hoover and 
“others in this country but the 
British Government has opposed 
any relaxation of the blockade on 
the grounds that food shipments 
to Europe inevitably would ease 
the Nazis’ strained position. Presi- 
dent Roosevelt has indicated sym- 
pathy with the idea but questioned 
its practicability. 


Resolution Sent to Senators. 


The Bishops’ position was made 
known by Msgr. Michael J. Ready, 
general secretary of the National 
Catholic Welfare Conference. He 
made public a letter to the Senate 
Foreign Relations Committee in- 
dorsing specifically a resolution 
by Senators Gillette (Dem.), Iowa, 
and Taft (Rep.), Ohio, which 
would direct the State Department 
to seek co-operation of the Brit- 
ish, Swedish and Swiss govern- 
ments with the Red Cross and 
other relief organizations in ship- 
ping and distributing the food. 

Addressed to Chairman Thomas 
(Dem.), Utah, of a subcommittee 
considering the resolution, Magr. 
Ready's letter anid the Adminis- 
trative Board of Archbishops and 
Bishops had directed him to place 
on record their support for it. 

“For the past three years,” his 
letter continued, “the Bishops of 
the church in the United States 
have endeavored to bring every 
possible help to the distressed 
peoples of occupied countries. To 
that end financial help was of- 
fered to the Holy Father, Pope 
Pius XII, who through the re- 
sources of the Holy See, was able 
from time to time to send some 
nid to the suffering women and 
children of these countries. 

Practicability Defended, 

“The Bishops believe that the 
relief proposed in the resolution 
will not only fulfill our duty in 
charity to our suffering brethren 
but also by its spontaneity empha- 
size the unity of the people of the 
United States with the brave citi- 
gens of the United Nations, who 
have suffered so long the burdens 
of our common struggle against 
aggression.”

away with the poll tax so that 10 
millions of American citizens who 
are now disenfranchised may go 
to the polls.”

AR FORCE WEATHER 
CHIE BACK FROM TOUR 


Col. W. S. Stone of Ferguson 
Travels 40,000 Miles— 
Visits All Fronts. 


Col. W. 8S. Stone of Ferguson, 
chief of staff of the Weather Wing 
of the Army Air Forces, has just 
completed a_ three-month tour 
around the world, which took him 
40,000 miles and gave him the op- 
portunity of talking with hundreds 
of weather officers and men in 
all fighting fronts. 

In an interview with Army of- 
ficers at Asheville, N. C., where he 
is stationed, Col. Stone said in all 


tactical theaters of operation the 
weather service was well up in 
the front lines doing its job of 
determining the weather for front 
line fighter pilots and bomber 
crews, who have come to depend 
on the Weather Wing almost as 
much as they do their ground 
crews. 

Col. Stone, son of Mr. and Mrs. 
W. M. Stone, 410 Emmet avenue, 
Ferguson, explained that weather 
information told a pilot whether 
targets would be visible from the 
air, whether thunderheads blocked 
their airlanes and, in short, wheth- 
er a bombing mission should be 
made,

Volume Greater 


St. Louis issued 209 building 
permits in October, five per cent 
fewer than the 220 issued in Oc- 
tober 1942. But the dollar volume 
in October, 1943, was $344,196, com- 
pared with $149,829 in October 
1942, an increase of 129.6 per cent. 


Transfers of real estate in Oc- 
tober, 1943, totaled 1631 fewer by 
21.8 per cent than in October, 1942, 
when the total was 2087. 

The figures, complied by the As- 
sociation of Commerce for its St. 
Louis Business Barometer, reflect 
current complaints of real estate 
operators that, as with other busi- 
nesses they have plenty of custom- 
ers bus$ not enough of what the 
customers would like to buy. 


Industrial realtors report inabil- 
ity to meet demands for space 
suitable for light, clean manu- 
facturing and sales. Many small 
concerns are seeking 5000 to 10,000 
square feet of floor space to use 
in the manufacture of civilian 
goods from plastics and other new 
materials, and would like to estab- 
lish themselves and be ready to 
start work as soon as war condi- 
tions will permit. Some are in 
production now and want to ex- 
pand, 


They need buildings with good 
floors, smooth walls, adequate 
heating facilities. But few are*to 
be had. Much of the dollar volume 
of October building permits repre- 
sents redesigning and remodeling, 
to the extent that war conditions 
permit, for just such purposes, 


Construction of new buildings 
and extensive remodeling of old 
to meet these demands are pre- 
dicted for the time when such 
work can be undertaken. 


Statistical research service re- 
ports of the F. W. Dodge Cor- 
poration based on figures compiled 
from 37 eastern states reveal an 
over-all condition to be considered 
in conjunction with the St. Louis 
figures. 

In the 87 states, construction 
contracts awarded in October 
totaled $213,529,000, an increase of 
22 per cent over the preceding 
month, but 71 per cent less than 
in October 1942, All major types 
of construction showed an im- 
provement over September. 


All classifications of non-resi- 
dential building, with exception of 
miscellaneous non-residential build- 
ings, equaled or exceeded the prior 
month’s contract valuation. The 
total for the month, $80,304,000, is 
13 per cent ahead of September, 
although only a little more than 
one-fifth of October a year ago. 

Residential building valuation 
for the month, under closer war- 
time restriction than any other, 
advanced 29 per cent over Septem- 
ber, but was 57 per cent behind 
the dollar volume of Qctober 1942. 
Contracts were let for 20,081 dwell- 
ing units in October, as compared 
with 15,091 in September and 21,- 
954 in October 1942.

And Optimism Are Indicated in 


Comment on Moscow Declarations 


Contributors to Post-Dispatch Symposium, 
Canvassed, Say ‘Glorious Road Ahead’— 
‘Makes Possible Prolonged Period of 
Peace’—Stringfellow Barr More Cautious.

F the views of contributors to the Post-Dispatch symposium on 

“What Are We Fighting For?” may be taken as a criterion, there 

is strong general public approval of the four-power Moscow decla- 
ration and of the Moscow agreements as a whole. 


The writers who appeared in the 
symposium—published serially last 
winter and spring and later in 
booklet form—were asked by the 
Post-Dispatch for @ candid ex- 
pression on the outcome of the 
Hull-Eden-Molotov conference. Re- 
plies to the following questions 
were invited: 

What is your conception of the 
significance of the Moscow dec- 
laration? 

What thoughts have you as to 
its practical application? 

What difficulties do you fore- 
gee”? 

Does it fairly answer the ques- 
tion towhich you addressed your- 
self, “What Are We Fighting 
for?” 


Nine Applaud Results. 


The 11 responses received to 
date, representing a majority of 
the contributors, include nine warm 
indorsements of the work of the 
Moscow conferees and one ex- 
pression of severely qualified ap- 
proval. This is by Stringfellow 
Barr, who favors a world federa- 
tion to which would be delegated 
sufficient powers to enable it to 
“administer law and enforce peace 
between national states.” In his 
symposium article, Barr commend- 
ed to the nations the example of 
the American Founding Fathers in 
limiting the sovereignty of the 
states to form the Federal Union. 

Commenting on the results at 
Moscow, he said they offered “a 
‘little hope” for a world govern- 
ment, but added that the meeting 
gave small evidence “that the con- 
ferees recognized the impractica- 
bility of keeping the peace under 
our present system of national sov- 
ereign states.” 

Another contributor, the Rt. 
Rev. John A. Ryan of the National 
Catholic Welfare Conference, wrote 
briefly that the “main significance” 
of the Moscow pronouncements 
was “the assurance of united ac- 
tion for war and peace.” He could 
foresee plenty of difficulties, but 
did not think a statement of them 
“would be helpful at this time.” 

In general, those who replied to 
the Post-Dispatch’s questions 
struck a highly optimistic note. 
The Moscow four-power agreement, 
wrote one contributor, opens “a 
glorious road ahead.” Another said 
it “makes possible a prolonged pe- 
riod of world peace.” Others ‘char- 
acterized it in such language as “a 
very hopeful beginning’—“an im- 
pressive demonstration of the spirit 
of co-operation”—"a big step for- 
ward on firm ground”’—“an epoch- 
al landmark on the way to world 
peace.” 


What They Replied. 


The text of the replies follows: 

Harold G. Moulton, president of 
the Brookings Institution, Wash- 
ington: 

“The Moscow four-power decla- 
ration does make possible the real- 
ization of the objective which I 
stressed in your symposium— 
namely, peace through collective se- 
curity. The declaration is evi- 
dently based on the following be- 
liefs: (1) that independent na- 
tional preparedness and defense is 
highly uncertain and stupendously 
costly; (2) that alliances only be- 
get other alliances and thus make 
permanent peace impossible; and 
(3) that balances of power are pre- 
carious and evanescent at best, of- 
fering no hope of enduring secur- 
ity. The forthright declaration at 
Moscow lays the foundation for a 
truly international system of se- 
curity. 

“I think one may detect in the 
phrasing of the declaration a great 
emphasis upon military means of 
enforcing peace, as distinguished 
from economic controls. This 
seems to me a move in the right 
direction, because economic sanc- 
tions would inevitably impede eco- 
nomic recovery and expansion, and 
at best would have to be reinforced 
by military measures. But given 
adequate military power in the 
¢ 


hands of an international agency, 
economic controls could largely be 


forgotten—to the everlasting ad--; 


vantage of international com- 
merce. 

“The plan, as I interpret it, en- 
visages the gradual evolution of a 
collective security system. The 
goal is clearly defined, but the 
steps by which it is to be achieved 
remain at this time obscure. This 
need not concern us, because the 
paramount need of the moment 
was not a comprehensive blueprint 
but a preliminary basic decision as 
to the road we intend to travel. 
The Moscow declaration and the 
Senate resolution are of epochal 


significance.” 


‘Test in Postwar Period.’ 


Eric A. Johnston, president of 
the Chamber of Commerce of the 
United States, Washington: 

“It seems to me that an impres- 
sive demonstration of the spirit of 
co-operation was made in Moscow 
when representatives of Great 
Britain, Russia and the United 
States got together. No one in his 
senses is unaware of the profound 
differences of view and interest 
that separate these nations. They 
live under different social systems; 
they harbor overlapping economic 
and territorial ambitions; they 
have a background of mutual suspi- 
cions, It would be an easy matter 
to list a score or a hundred prob- 
lems and obsessions which repre- 
sent barriers to co-operation. 

“What would have happened if 
the negotiators had started by ex- 
ploring all the differences and at- 
tempting to settle them? The con- 
ference would have ended before it 
began. The negotiators wisely 
chose to ignore differences and 
concentrate on areas of agreement 
and, amazingly, it appeared not 
only that those areas were as vast 
as continents, but they would be 
readily identified, mapped and ac- 
cepted by all concerned. 

“No one pretends, of course, that 
the problems outside these areas, 
some of them acute, have been 
solved. But solutions should now 
be easier to find because those 
involved will be keenly aware of 
the interests and purposes that 
they have in common. Of course 
we must recognize that a declara- 
tion of policy is easier to make 
during a great national danger. 
The test will come in the postwar 
period. We must make sure that 
the lessons of the last 25 years 
are not lost.” 


‘Permits Us to Hope.’ 


Stringfellow Barr, president of 
St. John’s College, Annapolis, Md.: 

“The declaration permits us to 
hope that military victory will not 
be postponed by mutual distrust 
between Russia and the Allies. It 
even offers a little hope that we 
and they will dare eventually to 
set up government in the interna- 
tional community. 

“Only if we do can we hope for 
more than another truce like the 
truce of 1918-1939, 

“Neither alliance nor league will 
prevent the constant threat of fu- 
ture war. Both promise commer- 
cial rivalry, continued armament, 
crushing taxes, 

“There is little evidence that the 
conferees recognized the impracti- 
cability of keeping the peace un- 
der our present system of national 
sovereign states. That system 
produced World War II and may 
be expected to keep on producing 
war until we discover what we are 
fighting for—law in place of an- 
archy in the world community.” 


‘Diplomatic Defeat for Hitler.’ 


The Right Rev. William Scar- 
lett, Episcopal Bishop of Missouri, 
St. Louis: 

“The Moscow four-power pact is 
a very hopeful beginning. Not 
only is it a diplomatic defeat for 
Hitler of the first magnitude, 
which dampens his hope of divid- 
ing the allies, but also it should

Joint Foreign Policy Planks in 1944? 


Identical Party Declarations 
Alone Cannot Remove From 
Elections the Issue of Amer- 
ican Participation in Inter- 
national Organization.

| AN the Democratic and Republican. con- 
C ventions agree on essentially similar 

foreign policy planks? If so, will the 
issue of American participation in a general 
international organization of sovereign and 
peace-loving nations be removed from the 
1944 presidential and congressional cam- 
paigns? 

The answer to the first question is that 
the two major parties not only can but 
probably will agree on similar, perhaps 
identical, international planks because pub- 
lic opinion demands and will continue to 
demand such unanimity. 

To the second question no positive or 
probable answer can be given. Whether 
foreign policy could or should be eliminated 
from the campaigns is seriously debatable 
since the presidential and congressional can- 
didates’ personal interpretations of the 
plans will control their votes and actions 
after election. 


Lesson From the Similar 
Situations in 1920 and 1940. 


The history of the Democratic and Re- 
publican foreign policy planks in 1920 and 
1940 lend support to Wendell L. Willkie’s 
offhand remark that “the candidates will 
make the platforms.” 

In the 1940 presidential campaign, the 
foreign policy planks were essentially the 
same after the Democratic document had 
been stripped of its praise of President 
Roosevelt, and the Republican stripped of 
its denunciation. Both were vague and am- 
biguous although the President and his ad- 
visers were in possession of information de- 
nied Republicans and the remainder of the 
country. 

The 1920 campaign may afford a more 
striking parallel with 1944. The foreign 
policy issue was over the League of Nations 
covenant and proposed reservations, neces- 
sarily advocated by the Democrats, and an 
‘international association of nations,” sup- 
ported by the Republicans. Although Presi- 
dent Wilson had insisted on the League cov- 
enant without reservations, the convention 
approved a plank saying that the Democrats 
“do not oppose the acceptance oi any reser- 
vations making clearer or more specific the 
obligations of the United States to the 
League of Nations.” 

The Republicans declared: “We pledge 
the coming administration to such agree- 
ment with other nations of the world as 
shall meet the full duties of America to 
civilization and humanity in accordance with 
American ideals and without undermining 
the right of the American people to exercise 
its judgment and power in favor of justice 
and peace." 

Candidates James M. Cox and Franklin 
D. Roosevelt campaigned zealously for the 
League of Nations. Candidates Warren G. 
Harding and Calvin Coolidge were less ar- 
dent and less explicit. The Republican apathy 
was the tipoff of subsequent inaction. 


The Harding-Cox Campaign; 
G. O. P. Apathy Led to Inaction.. 


“Harding,” according to historians Mori- 
son and Commager, “in the course of his 
campaign, approved of the League of Na- 
tions with reservations, suggested the sub- 
stitution of a new for the existing League 
and denounced any league. His masterly ob- 
fuscation of the issue was perhaps his su- 
preme intellectual achievement.” 

The historians quote an unnamed Repub- 
lican commentator as having said with pride: 

“One half of the speeches were for the 
League of Nations if you read them hastily, 
but if you reac with care every word of 
them could have been read critically against 
the League. The other half were violently 
against the League if you read them care- 
lessly but if you read them critically every 
one of them could be interpreted as in favor 
of the League.”’ ‘ 

The voters in 1920 were further confused 
by a statement signed by 32 distinguished 
Republicans, including former President 
Taft, Charles Evans Hughes, Herbert Hoover 
and Nicholas Murray Butler, announcing 
that the election of Harding was the surest 
way to “bring America into an effective 
league to preserve peace.” 

Hoover, in a separate speech, went fur- 
ther, asserting: 

“The important thing is that the Repuby

lican party has pledged itself by its plat- 
form, by the action of its majority. in the 
Senate, by repeated statements of Senator 
Harding, that they undertake to put into liv- 
ing being the principle of an organized asso- 
ciation for the preservation of peace. The 
carrying out of that promise is the test of 
the sincerity, integrity and statesmanship of 
the Republican party.” 

Yet despite these statements and “pledges,” 
Harding announced after his election that 
the League was “deceased” and no real 
effort was made for American participation 
in an “association” for peace, 


Mechanics of Agreement 
And Possible Advantages. 


The experience of 1920 does not mean, 
however, that agreement on foreign policy 
planks would not be highly desirable. Sec- 
retary of State Cordell Hull and Navy Sec- 
retary Frank Knox, a Republican vice-presi- 
dential nominee in 1936, and other Demo- 
crats and Republicans, have advocated such 
agreement. Even though such planks were 
necessarily general, they would give a frame- 
work for the presidential and congressional 
candidftes. A common framework would 
draw attention to such Democrats as Sen- 
ators Wheeler and Reynolds and such Re- 
publicans as Johnson of California and Nye 
who oppose American entrance into an in- 
ternational organization. 

The mechanics for such agreement are 
simple. Harrison Spangler, chairman of 
the Republican National Committee, told the 
Post-Dispatch he was certain his party lead- 
ers would be willing to discuss ways and 
means of reaching such agreement with re- 
sponsible Democratic leaders. He pointed 
out that the Mackinac Declaration of For- 
eign Policy, adopted unanimously by the 
Republican Postwar Advisory Council, con- 
cluded with these words: 

‘The Council invites all Americans to ad- 
here to the principles here set forth to the 
end that our place among the nations of 
the world and our part in helping to bring 
about international peace ahd justice shall 
not be the subject of domestic partisan con- 
troversy and political bitterness.” 

Secretary of State Hull, in a response to 
a question by a Post-Dispatch correspondent 
at his first press conference after his return 
from Moscow, disclosed that for more than 
a year he had been working with leaders of 
the two parties and other groups with the 
object of bringing about a joint declaration 
on foreign policy. 

Such a joint declaration could be inserted 
in both party platforms without depriving 
the Republicans of their legitimate political 
right to denounce President Roosevelt's han- 
dling of international affairs and the Demo- 
crats’ legitimate right to praise the Roose- 
veltian international policy in the usually 
extravagant platform language. The joint 
declaration, Republican and Democratic lead- 
ers have told the Post-Dispatch, could easily 
be a separate paragraph of the platforms. 


Roosevelt to Dictate Plank; 
Republicans Could Copy It. 


The Democratic plank, of course, will be 
dictated by President Roosevelt and Secre- 
tary of State Hull. It is unlikely Senator 
Wheeler and his small group of nationalists 
will be able to force modification, as they 
did at the 1940 convention, According to 
present plans, the 1944 Democratic conven- 
tion will be held after the Republican ses- 
sion, maybe even as late as September if 
President Roosevelt seeks M@fourth term.

to the Democrats, it could merely be repeated 
to show national unity. But as noted above, 
it will be the statements and interpretations 
of the candidates themselves that will count. 

The Republican plank will be the product 
of the “Foreign Policy and International Re- 
lations Committee’’ appointed at Mackinac 
and headed by Senator Arthur H. Vanden- 
berg of Michigan, a member of the Senate 
Foreign Relations Committee. The other 
members of this committee are Senator War- 
ren R. Austin of Vermont, Congresswoman 
Frances P. Bolton of Ohio, Representative 
Charles A. Eaton of New Jersey—both mem- 
bers of the House Foreign Affairs Committee 
—Gov. Dwight Green of Illinois and Gov. 
Edward Martin of Pennsylvania. The two 
last named are regarded as less internation- 
ally-minded than the other members. 

The Mackinaw foreign policy declaration, 
the work of Vandenberg and Austin, was a 
forerunner of the Moscow declarations, just 
as it was a consequence of the Fulbright and 
the Ball-Burton-Hatch-Hill bills introduced 
in Congress. The Moscow declaration was 
stronger than the Mackinac resolution, in 
that the Republican document gives party 
approval to “responsible participation by the 
United States in postwar co-operative organ- 
ization among sovereign nations to prevent 
military aggression and to maintain peace 
with organized justice in the world,” and 
the four nations represented at Moscow 
jointly declared: 

“That they recognize the necessity of 
establishing at the earliest practicable date a 
general international organization based on 
the principle of the sovereign equality of all 
peace-loving states, and open to membership 
by all such states, large and small, for the 
maintenance of international peace and se- 


curity.” 


Developments in the War 
May Change Leaders’ Views. 


No responsible Republican will hazard a 
guess as to how far the Vandenberg-Austin 
group will be willing to go six or seven 
months from now. The war, they say, may 
change many things. The two Senators en- 
joy the personal confidence of Secretary 
Hull and undoubtedly they will be informed 
of all important international developments. 
It is almost certain that their views will 
prevail in the pre-convention committee 
meetings, in the Platform Committee and 
before the convention. 

However, one Republican leader of great 
prominence, who would not allow his name 
to be used at this ‘time, pointed out to the 
Post-Dispatch if the European war is over 
by the time of the convention, the delegates 
may insist on a foreign policy plank that will 
be at complete variance with the prospective 
Democratic pronouncement. His thesis was 
that there might not be need for unanimity 
after our major enemy has been crushed. 
For instance, he said, the Republicans might 
want to take a specific position about East- 
ern European boundaries. This leader, al- 
though high in party councils, does not ex- 
pect to serve on the Platform Committee. 
His view reflects the practical politician’s 
concern over the power of racial group vot- 
ers, such as the Poles, Italians and Greeks. 


A Look at the Candidates’ 


Views as Expressed so Far. 


If the Willkie thesis that “‘the candidates 
will make the xlatforms’”’ is accepted, the 
campaign statemenjs of the Republican of- 
fice seekers will demand closer scrutiny than 
those of the Democratic, especially the presi- 
dential and vice presidential candidates,

Where Larger Acreages Grow Less 
Than Better - Tilled Small Ones 


U. S. Analyst Finds Mississippi Valley Lost 
2,308,000 in 1930-42 Period; Not a War 
Dislocation — Significant Comparison of 
Iowa and Pennsylvania Counties.

But the pattern did not endure. 
Years ago it quietly reversed it- 
self and began radiating families 
out of the 24 Mississippi Valley 
states In ever-increasing tempo. 
The turnabout trend has been lit- 
tle’ publicized, but currently it is 
causing serious concern among 
topflight Government officials, 
who are studying its implications 
with mounting alarm, 

Significantly, the emigration 
from the Midwest is not an inci- 
dent of the war. An analysis just 
completed by Frank R. Wilson, as- 
sistant to Secretary of Commerce 
Jesse Jones, shows that the net 
loss in population in the Mississ- 
ippi Valley states due to migration 
was 2,308,000 during the 1930-42 
period. The net migration loss 
from 1930 to 1940 was 1,780,000, or 
76 per cent of the total for the 12- 
year period. 


Births Make Up Loss. 


Thanks to a continuing prolific 
birth rate, the actual population of 
the 24 Mississippi Valley states has 
increased despite the outgoing mi- 
gration. The 1940 census gave 
these states 3,330,000 more people 
than were listed 10 years earlier. 
Missouri’s population went up 216,- 
000. 


But these population rises would 
have been far more impressive had 
they not been undermined by the 
siphoning migrations. Missouri, 
for example, lost 61,000 through 
migration during the 10 years 
ended in 1940, Migration hit other 
Valley states even harder: Kansas 
lost 183,000, Alabama 198,000, Ne- 
braska 158,000, while Oklahoma un- 


324,000 migration loss, led by the 
flow of luckless “Okies” toward 
California, as immortalized in John 
Steinbeck’s “Grapes of Wrath.” 


The most important and distress- 
ing fact about this migration trend, 
Analyst Wilson told the Post- 
Dispatch, is that 367,000 of the 
1,780,000 persons who abandoned 
the Middle West in the 1930-40 
decade were from rural farm areas. 
True, Missouri enjoyed a net gain 
of 10,000 in rural population in 
this period, but Texas lost 193,000, 
Kansas 100,000 and Oklahoma 96,- 
000. Biggest gains in farm fami- 
lies were in West Virginia and 
Kentucky, with a net increase of 
84,000 persons each, 


Decline in Labor Supply. 


“Tt seems to me,” said Wilson 
in discussing his survey, “that the 
thing to worry about is the con- 
tinued decline of man power on 
the farms in an area (the Missis- 
sippi Valley states) that produces 
64.3 per cent of the nation’s farm 
products. 


What is happening in the Mid- 
west, he said, is that the land most 
suitable for food production is be- 
ing farmed more and more in an 
extensive (large farms with low- 
ered per-acre production) rather 
than in an intensive (smaller 
farms with high production) man- 
ner, “and while the individual 
farmer may produce a great gross 
in dollar value, he does so at the 
expense of using more land and 
actually reducing the production 
per acre,” 


Wilson strikingly developed this 
view in a recent talk in Des Moines, 
contrasting farm production in 
Iowa’s Pottawattamie County with 
Lancaster County in Pennsylvania. 
He remarked later that virtually 
everything he said about Iowa held 
true of Missouri and the other 
Midwest. states, 

“Lancaster County,” said Wilson, 
‘is demonstrating that more inten- 
sive use of the land in smaller 
acreage per farm results in greatly 
expanded income per acre and a

evidence would seem to be the 
other way, because Lancaster 
farmers buy 30,000 tons of fertilizer 
annually. 


“Now it happens that the farm 
acreage of Lancaster County is al- 
most equal to the farm acreage of 
Pottawattamie County — Iowa's 
leading producer in 1939. In fact, 
Potfawattamie County has 575,406 
acres in farms, compared with 
Lancaster’s 507,217. Crop land har- 
vested is about the same, the dif- 
ference being only 150 acres.” 


Comparison of Counties. 


But Pottawattamie has 3793 
farms averaging nearly 152 acres 
compared with Lancaster’s 8446 
farms averaging only 60 acres, 
Lancaster produced farm prod- 
ucts in 1939 of 24% million dol- 
lars, compared with only 12 mil- 
lion in Pottawattamie. The 60- 
acre farm in Lancaster has reve- 
nue of $2907, compared with 
$3156 for the 152-acre farm—two 
and a half times larger—in Pot- 
tawattamie. Lancaster’s produc- 
tion was at the rate of $48.50 per 
acre, compared with $20.80 in 
Pottawattamie. 


If the entire State of Iowa had 
produced farm products in 1939 
at the rate that Lancaster did, he 
continued, Iowa would have had 
farm production that year of $1, 
643,000,000 instead of $560,000,000. 
If all Iowa counties spent as much 
per year for farm machinery as 
Lancaster does, the annual expen- 
diture would be 150 million in- 
stead of 45 million. If Iowa coun- 
ties paid as much for hired labor, 
the yearly expenditure would be 
195 million dollars instead of 30 
million. 


“If Iowa farms averaged the 
Same acreage as Lancaster’s,” he 
emphasized, “Iowe would have 
more than half a million farms 
instead of 213,000. If such a goal 
could be even partially ap 
proached, the expansion of mar- 
keting opportunities in the Middle 
West would be enormous.” 


Opening of New Markets. 


Wilson made the point that the 
new processes of food preserva- 
tion, such as freezing and dehy- 
dration, could have the practical 
effect of moving the Middle Weat 
a thousand miles nearer to the 
large consumer markets. By re 
moving the hazard of spoilage in 
long hauls, and by reduction of 
shipping weight in food products 
through removal of nonedible 
parts in processing plants at the 
source, the great Midwest farm 
producing areas should be able to 
send its products with greater 
profit to the Eastern markets, 
competing with the type of agri- 
culture practiced on the more in- 
tensive farms in thé East. 


The solution, he belfeves, thus 
lies in smaller but more produc- 
tive farms in the Mississippi 
Valley states, including Missouri, 
an increased consumer market for 
Midwest farms through longer 
hauls, and an influx of farmers 
back to the Valley states, at- 
tracted by more intensive and 
therefore more profitable farming. 


“The fact that Iowa, the lead- 
ing farm producing state, if 
farmed as Lancaster County, 
Pennsylvania, is farmed, would 
have room for 350,000 more fam- 
ilies than it now has,” he asserted, 
“points the way to reverse the 
dangerous farm population trend 
in the Middle West, and indicates 
the way to provide market expan- 
sion for the manufacturers and 
the distributers in that area. 
Moreover, the comparison between 
Lancaster County and Iowa makes 
untenable the cry of those alarm- 
ists who say we have come any- 
where near our capacity for food 
production in this country.”

The Court Plan at Work 


Just at a time when the would-be destroyers 
of Missouri’s non-partisan court plan are again 
in full cry, this time at the Constitutional Con- 
vention, an excellent example of how the system 
serves the public good is reported from Jackson 
County. 

The Probate Court there had been ‘in the 
hands of the Democratic machine. for some years. 
On the death of the Judge, Gov. Donnell appointed 
a@ successor last August from a list of three names 
offered by a local Judicial] Commission, as the 
non-partisan court amendment provides. He chose 
a Republican, Leslie A. Welch, and immediately 
a charge of political favoritism was made by 
local Democrats. This is one of the charges be- 
ing heard in the new campaign against the court 
plan, but the development at Independence shows 
why it is unsound. 

It turned out that Judge Welch wasn’t inter- 
ested in supplanting Democratic politics with Re- 
publican politics in his court, but simply in ad- 
hering to the amendment’s requirement of no pol- 
itics. In a Probate Court, this is particularly im- 
portant. The Kansas City Times explains the 
point: “A Circuit Judge or a Supreme Court 
Judge is just one man. The Jackson County 
Probate Judge heads an office staffed with 21 
employes.” 

Of those employes, 17 owed their appointments 
to the Democratic machine; six of them were 
Pendergast and Shannon precinct captains. So 
the other day, Judge Welch assembled his staff 
and said a few words. He explained that he in- 
terpreted the 1940 vote of the people, taking the 
courts out of politics, as referring to the em- 
ployes as well as the Judges. Hence he laid down 
this rule: no political activity by anyone in his 
office, except that of voting. Judge Welch added: 

No person will be discharged or employed 
by this court because he or she is a Demo- 
crat or a Republican. But if a person holds 
any office or is an active worker in a politi- 
cal party or organization, he or she cannot 
hereafter procure employment in this office. 

If such a person already is employed, the res- 

ignation of such person is requested unless 

he or she immediately severs such political 
connection, 

To find out how his staff stood, the Judge dis- 
tributed slips of paper. Those who accepted his 
view were to write Yes, those who disagreed were 
to write No, and no names were to be signed. 
Every slip came back marked Yes, So the party 
machine loses some good workers, and the pub- 
lic service gains a group of court employes who 
are definitely out of politics. 

These men and women are doing important 
work. Under the old system, Judge Welch would 
have been entitled to fire the lot of them, and 
install a solidly Republican office. Efficiency of 
the new workers, in these days of office-help 
shortage, would have been dubious, but the jobs 
would have been legitimate party spoils for peo- 
ple who got out the vote. 

The question now agitating the Constitutional 
Convention is, Shall Missouri return to the old 
system? The people of the State have said in 
two elections that they don’t want the old sys- 
tem, and the 1942 majority for the court plan 
was almost twice that of 1940. 

If it develops that the people of Jackson County 
don’t like Gov. Donnell’s choice, or don’t like 
Judge Welch’s record, they can vote the jurist off 
the bench. This regular submissfon to the voters 
answers the charge that the plan is undemocratic. 
The voters have no such privilege with regard to 
Federal Judges, who are appointed for life, yet 
no agitation is under way to put them down in 
the political arena. 

Missouri is better off, on every count, by tak- 
ing its Judges out of politics, and keeping them 
out. If the present convention does its prescribed 
duty of improving the State Constitution, it will 
preserve this important reform. 
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On Crossing Senator Bridges 

Senator Bridges of New Hampshire is in deep 
and hot water in his one-man investigation of a 
report that 2,500,000 diapers have been shipped 
by lend-lease to North Africa. He had hardly got 
going good when he discovered that it was not 
diapers, but 450,000 yards of diaper cloth—enough 
for 600,000 diapers. Now Mr. Bridges is trying 
for a confession that all the cloth went for diapers, 
but is not getting very far with it. The lend- 
lease people say simply that diaper cloth is ex- 
cellent for cleaning a gun barrel and might be 
diverted to other uses as well. 

Mr. Bridges, who cannot know as little of fam- 
ily life as he lets on, must know that diaper 


.cloth is not diverted only in North Africa. 


Diapers themselves are diverted every day of the 
week, and right in New Hampshire. From North 
Stratford to Exeter, the gentleman can probably 
find diapers doing duty as dust cloths, as shoe 
shine appurtenances, and even as blotters to take 
up the slack in ice collars around long, cool 
drinks. 

In fact, if there is anything that cannot safely 
be predicted to be serving the purpose for which 
it was intended, it is diapers, with maybe a 
sprinkling, here and there, of United States Sen- 
ators. 
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For a Public Police Hearing 


The Police Board indicated yesterday sae after 
weeks of delay and evasion, it has decided it 
will have to yield to public demand and do some- 
thing about police conditions that have permitted 
vice to flourish in the Lucas Avenue District. On 
the verge of doing something—or doing what it 
hopes will pass for something—the board should 
realize that it cannot satisfy the demand for a 
clean-up of the Police Department by offering 
sacrificial scapegoats or by tapping a few wrists. 

Something is rotten in the district of Lucas. 
That much is certain. Whoever is responsible for 
it within the Police Department, whether at- 
tached to the Lucas district or to headquarters 
or to both, should be ferreted out and punished. 
The board has before it charges that employes of 
the department have taken graft to protect gam- 
bling devices. It should not rest_until it has 
determined whether anyone in the department 
has profited from vice protection. Any employe 
or employes found to have taken graft should 
be discharged and prosecuted. 

No lesser culprits than those really responsible 
for the outrageous conditions, and no lesser pun- 
ishment than the limit of the law, will be suf- 
ficient. Consequently, the best way to insure 
a clean-up that will really clean is for the Po- 


lice Board to hold its hearings under the scrutiny 
of the public. It will be just as well for the 
people themselves to have a way to check up 
on their Police Departmentfso that they can de- 
cide for themselves whether the on have been 
detected and punished. The only way is for every- 
thing to be done out in the open. 
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Our Jobs Are Not Yet Done 


“The air battle of Berlin,” writes Louis Loch- 
ner, former chief of the Associated Press Berlin 
bureau, “may well prove to rank with the deci- 
sive battles of the war.” 

He makes no strategic analysis'of the knockout 
power of vertical, as compared with horizontal, 
warfare, nor does he enter the lists of air-power 
advocates ranged against those who believe the 
second land front is long overdue. Rather does 
he confine himself to the disastrous effect of 
saturation bombing on the industrial, economic, 
communication and political arteries of Nazidom 
—the great heartbeat that is Berlin. 

Lochner’s astute discussion of what further 
blows at Berlin might do to the morale and 
organization of a warring nation ig certainly no 
open Sesame to wishful thinkers, to optimists 
of the “war will be over by Christmas” school. 
In the first place, Berlin has been hard hit, but 
it is far from obliterated. In the second place, 
the removal of several war-geared ministries 
from the city was begun several months ago. 

Another pertinent fact is that the Germans 
have airdromes built into mountainsides, safe 
from any damage except that of a reparable 
hit at the mouth of a man-made cave. They have 
underground assembly lines, well-lighted and air- 
conditioned, where engines and guns and ma- 
chines are skillfully put together. Decentrali- 
zation and camouflage have screened much Nazi 
war work from vertical attack, some of it in 
the Turin-Milan-Genoa industrial triangle. 

It is easy to read an invitation to lassitude 
between the lines of R. A. F. and A. A..F. ex- 
ploits. There is an unprosecuted criminality in 
slowing our war effort because the air offensive 
goes in our favor. We hasten subjection of Ger- 
many only by greater and ever-greater. concen- 
tration on the grim and urgent tasks at hand. 

We hasten it only by remembering that Luft- 
waffe defense is not yet knocked out, by remem- 
bering the toll it took at Schweinfurt, by admit- 
ting that German production continues despite 
both precision and saturation types of strategic 
bombing. Unless there is a complete, and fool- 
ish-to-plan-for, breakdown of German morale, Al- 
lied planes will still have to be used in time as 
the umbrellas of invasion forces. It was thus 
planned at Moscow. 

A. softened-up Germany is not necessarily a 
crumbling one. Planes alone plant Allied flags 
on not one inch of enemy soil. We may yet do 
battle with a Wehrmacht of great strength..Every 
slackening at home weakens some link in that 
coming combat,

Voters Who Can’t i Vote 


Thousands of Missourians who are away from 
Home either will lose their votes in next year’s 
elections or will be put to burdensome expense 
of returning to their balloting precincts, unless an 
unjust situation is corrected. 

The ordinary rights of citizenship go with a 
resident of Missouri wherever he may be in the 
United States. But not his right to vote. The 
voter who is away from home on election day, 
but still within the borders of Missouri, may cast 
an absentee ballot. If he is in another state of 
the Union, however, the right of absentee voting 
does not extend to him. 

No good reason exists for the distinction. Many 
states long ago abolished it, permitting their citi- 
zens to vote by absentee ballot from any point 
in the United States. / 

This discrimination is particularly pointed now 
that the war has taken so many citizens away 
from the State. Many are in Washington in 
Government jobs. Others have jobs in war plants 
from coast to coast. Thousands of service men 
and women are in training camps in this country, 

Simple justice demands that those who are 
in the United States, but temporarily away from 
home in war work or for other good reasons, 
should have a way to vote by mail. The Con- 
stitutional Convention has before it a proposal 
to extend this right to Missouri citizens. It 
should be adopted.

He is perfectly willing to admit that 
we should not, in a crusading spirit, im- 
pose our institutions on other peoples who 
do not want them, but what we have been 
doing in Italy looks far more like an at- 
tempt to impose other institutions on peo- 
ple who want ours. 


It would be hard to imagine a royal fam- 
ily more discredited at home and abroad 
than the House of Savoy. The King has 
never been a strong and popular figure, 
and he not only consented to the assump- 
tion of power by the hated Fascist regime, 
but was implicated in its subsequent meas- 
ures. Yet we began our influence on do- 
mestic affairs in Italy by paying compli- 
ments to him. 

Doubtless, military expediency prompted 
this course while the surrender was being 


' negotiated. But after this necessity was 


over, we seem to have been looking around 
for some other representative of the family 
who could be installed on the throne, in 
spite of the fact that Italian opponents of 
Fascism are far from being fervent sup- 
porters of royalty. The Crown Prince be- 
ing obviously unacceptable, we appear to 
have considered various women, and now 
are talking about a 6-year-old boy, for any 
of whom a regency would have to be estab- 
lished, 


The Case for Monarchy 


The chief argument for a monarchy seems 
to be the so-called “principle of legitimacy.” 
That is, in brief, that the political and 
psychological welfare of a people requires 
that there be no sharp break, unsanctioned 
by law or custom, in a regime to which 
loyalty has traditionally been attached. This 
regime, it is argued, is a powerful symbol, 
whether it be in itself monarchist or demo- 
cratic, and its rejection may lead to do- 
mestic violence and foreign war. 

It may be admitted that there is truth 
in this position under certain circum- 
stances; for instance, great damage might 
be done in Britain, Holland or the Scandi- 
navian nations by upsetting their respective 
monarchies, Furthermore, it is not neces- 
sary to do so, since they have succeeded in 
adapting themselves to democracy without 
any violent break in tradition. 

But one doubts whether we or the in- 
habitants of these countries would feel the 
same way about it if their Kings had be- 


haved as did Victor Emmanuel and their 
Prime Ministers had been like Mussolini. 
In that case, there would not be much 
loyalty left for the symbol, and the thing 
most fervently desired might be a break 
with tradition. 


It may be worth remembering that two 
of our most cherished allies are countries 
in which just such breaks with tradition 
have occurred in recent times (not to speak 
of our own break With King George ITI). 
It would be hard to point out more tradi- 
tional regimes than the House of Romanoff 
or the last Chinese dynasty, yet what gave 
these peoples new life and strength was the 
overthrow of both these legitimacies and 
the establishment of the Soviet Republic 
and the Republic of China, 


Of course, revolutions involve turmoil, un- 
certainty and sacrifice, and not everything 
has gone smoothly in these nations. Yet 
who would want the old regimes back? 


Furthermore, it can scarcely be argued 
that the tradition of monarchy is and must 
remain stronger than that of republicanism 
in the nation of Mazzini and Garibaldi, to 
say nothing of the ancient Republic of 
Rome. 


Il Duce Seizes Opportunity 


Mussolini himself, who in the past has 
made much capital out of Roman glory, 
called his new “government” a Fascist Re- 
public. Though he is out forever and we 
have no admiration for his ideas, it must 
be admitted that he has known how to ap- 
peal to Italian emotions in the past; ap- 
parently he stole a propaganda march on us 
by becoming a republican while we legiti- 
mate republicans were paying court to a 
discredited monarchy. 


No doubt some sort of interim arrange- 
ment which can preserve domestic tran- 
quillity is necessary until the fighting is 
over and our armed forces can withdraw. 
Italy is not yet ready for democratic na- 
tional elections. Nevertheless, about half the 
area of the country is liberated, and the 
part which remains to be liberated con- 
tains the democratic Northern industrial 
regions, 

If there must be a regency, why not a 
regency for the Italian people instead of 
for a small boy? Why not assume at the 
start that the Italian people want and will 
create a republic, leaving them free later 
to reject this assumption if they wish, in- 
stead of assuming that they want a mon- 
archy when we have good reason to believe 
they want no such thing? 


Reporters at the Front 


From the Boston Daily Globe. 


Frank Knox, Secretary of the Navy, 
points out that 112 correspondents are as- 
signed to our various war theaters up and 
down the world today, and he expresses 
the view that no war in history has been so 
thoroughly reported to the home public. 
Veteran newsmen will agree heartily. 

During World War I, there was good, but 
very scattered, coverage of war news. A 
few correspondents, such as the famous 
Philip Gibbs in England, became household 
familiars. But the armed services did not, 
generally, give generous welcome to cor- 


respondents, - \ 


In this war, while the tussle between the 
military and naval mind and the press over 
the question of prompt, full news has con- 
tinued, relations between all services and 
the experts in reporting have been vastly 
better. Scores of correspondents whose ex- 
perience of Europe and Asia during pre- 
war years stands them in good stead are 
performing a heroic job in the war zones. 
The result of this justifies Mr. Knox. In- 
cidentally, as publisher and director of the 
great Chicago Daily News foreign service, 
he is admirably qualified to view the mat- 
ter from both angles, 


Book by Old-Time New Yorker 
Is Real Contribution to History 


“*Those Were the Days,”” by Edward Ringwood Hewitt. 
(Duell, Sloan & Pearce, New York.) 


Mr. Hewitt will never take any prizes for 
literary style, but by jotting down his 
reminiscences he has made a real contri- 
bution to American historical literature. Al- 
though reference work it must become, 
this is no annotated treatise of affairs long 
forgotten, but rather the pleasant ram- 
blings, entered seemingly at random, of a 
happy old man who has visited nearly all 
the intellectual green pastures and whose 
cup of life literally is overflowing. 

Two unique elements place this book far 
beyond the ordinary autobiographical ac- 
count of a long, active life and memory. 
Edward Hewitt displayed per- 
spicacity in selecting the family into which 
he was born 77 years ago.

AT A BASE IN INDIA. 


NE of the first truths the Japanese learned after their invasion 
of the Philippine Islands is that you cannot win the affection of 
the Filipinos by slapping their faces. Face-slapping is standard 


In China, it is the common resort 


of Japanese sentries in venting their displeasure on coolies who don’t 
respond quickly enough to Japanese commands. 


But the Filipino has acquired 
from the Americans certain ideas 
about the individual rights of man. 
When the Japanese began slapping 
Filipino faces they were surprised 
and angered when their victims 
reacted sharply with the Filipino 
equivalent of: “Say, what's the big 
idea?” 

Face-slapping is now prohibited 
in the Philippines except in ex- 
treme cases, and the Japanese have 
made a few other concessions to 
the Filipino spirit, but not enough 
to do them much guod. They al- 
lowed the Philippines to declare 
their “freedom” and to set up a 
government which has been adver- 
tised as independent and demo- 
cratic. In point of fact, the new 
government of the Philippines is 
a Fascist regime, with an imitation 
Nazi party (the Kalibapi). B6th 
the government and the party are 
under the thumb of a Filipino 
chief executive who is in turn com- 
pliant to the Japanese. 


90 Per Cent Pro-American. 


In spite of these superficial po- 
litical reforms, persons who know 
the Philippines are unanimous in 
the view that well over 90 per 
cent of the population of the coun- 
try, including a large part of the 
personnel of the new government, 
remain pro-American in their atti- 
tude and are eagerly awaiting the 
return of Gen. MacArthur and his 
army. There are among the Gov- 
ernment leaders, however, several 
who have been discredited because 
of their close affiliation with the 
Japanese. One of them is José 
Laurel, the ex-judge who is presi- 
dent of the new Philippine Gov- 
ernment, and another is Benignos 
Aquino, the secretary-general of 
the Kalibapi party. 

There are plenty of reasons why 
the Filipinos dislike the Japs, but 
the most potent of them are eco- 
nomic ones. Rising prices, extreme 
scarcities and growing regimenta- 
tion are making many Filipinos 
wonder whether the Greater East 
Asia sphere of coprosperity is not 
just a nice name for a glorified 
concentration camp. Though rice, 
the staple article of the Filipino 
diet, is rationed at a fixed price, 
other commodities have gone way 
out of reach of the general public, 
with no proportional increase in 
wages, 

Here are some sample prices. 
Matches, formerly 2 centavos a 
box, today sell for 41 centavos. 
Coconuts, once dirt cheap at 2 


centavos each, are now bringing 


20 centavos. Avocados used to be 
5 centavos apiece, now they are 
1 peso 20 centavos. Beef costs 
8% pesos ($1.75 at prewar ex- 
change rates) a pound. A spool of 
thread, formerly worth a few cen- 
tavos, is quoted at 6 pesos. Cloth- 
ing, which is very scarce because 
af the textile shortage, is rationed 
on the point system. One hundred 
points may be purchased annual- 
ly. But as a pair of pants counts 
50 points, a shirt 25. points and a 
pair of socks 25 points, the allot- 
ment doesn’t go far. Scotch whis- 
ky is admittedly fiot a necessity, 
but it can be had at the equiva- 
lent of $31 a bottle. 


American Dollar Looks Good. 
Inflation has not gone as far 
in the Philippines as in some other 
countries of the New Order, but 
the flood of paper money has 
nevertheless brought severe dislo- 
cations. With the war news im- 
proving, the old American dollar 
looks better than ever to Filipino 
hoarders. For a long time after 
the . Japanese occupation, the 
American dollar was quoted on the 
black market at the old rate of one 
dollar to two pesos. Recently, it 
has grown in value to 4.80 pesos. 
Reliable information on guerrilla 
activity in the Philippines is hard 
to get. An American who came 
recently from the islands estimates 
that approximately 20,000 guer- 
rillas are still at large, including 
more than 1000 Americans. He 
concedes this may be high. He 
told how in a hospital in Manila 
he was approached by a Filipino 
who had heard that he was broke 
and insisted on giving him 100 
pesos with which to pay his bill. 
The American had never seen the 
Filipino in his life and asked him 
to identify himself. Whereupon 
the man reached into his watch 
pocket and extracted a crumpled 
piece of paper on which was re- 
produced a radioed message sent 
by Gen. MacArthur to the guer- 
rillas in the Philippines. As the 
American remembered it, the mes- 
sage read something like this: 
“My congratulations to all guer- 
rillas for their recent successes and 
the spirit shown. Movement in 
the South Pacific is proceeding ac- 
cording to our established plan. 
The outcome is not in doubt.” 
The Filipino had come from a 
guerrilla camp near Manila.

PPROACH of the ‘second anniversary of Pearl Harbor finds dis- 
aster closing in on the German-Japanese authors of that “Day 


of Infamy.” 


Pledges voiced in that dark hour are being redeemed to the letter 
not alone in the Pacific, but in the Atlantic, the Mediterranean, the 
Indian Ocean, in the China Sea, and in Russia, Italy and Germany. 


The hour when Tokyo can be 
blitzed no longer is remote, Prel- 
udes for that are being sounded 
from New Guinea to the Marshall 
islands ag the Allied attack ad- 
vances, 

It is in Germany, however, that 
the strain of approaching defeat 
for the crumbling Axis falls most 
heavily, tightened almost to a 
breaking tension by staggering mil- 
itary defeats in Russia and the 
devastating Allied air attacks on 
Berlin. 

Nor can Hitler’s Generals great- 
ly doubt that the Allied-Russian 
war fellowship is about to be re- 
sealed by highest authority, per- 
haps soon enough to make next 
Dec. 7 a day to be recalled with re- 
joicing by all liberty-loving man- 
kind in contrast to the omens of 


Japanese infamy that blackened 
that date in 1941. 


Red Drive Unparalleled. 


On that Dec. 7 Russian defend- 
ers of Moscow were battling to 
save it from a seemingly invincible 
German army. Now Red armies 
everywhere are on the attack in 
an offensive unparalleled in history 
in scope and power. 


Almost two years ago, Prime 
Minister Churchill on a visit to 
Washington told Congress it 
should be possible to undertake a 
world-wide Allied offensive in 1943. 
This December his forecast is be- 
ing proved in every war theater. 
British-American séa power dom- 
inates the seven seas and Allied air 
power rules the skies over Europe 
and Asia. 


Italy has become a bloody battle- 
ground, a dragging German mili- 
tary liability instead of an assetin 
the struggle. A powerful and grow- 
ing French Army is based in Cor- 
sica, poised to strike into France 
itself against Nazi invaders.

Threated From West. 


To cap it all, in Britain a mighty 
Allied army is awaiting the signal 
to cross the channel in a crunch- 
ing second-front attack to destroy 
Germany in a Russian-Allied vise 
that is about in position to squeeze 
the whole continent of Europe. 

Viewed from Tokyo by the Jap- 
anese militarists who fashioned 
the attack on Pearl Harbor two 
years ago, the war scene must look 
terribly overcast now. The Amer- 
ican fleet that was “destroyed” by 
Tokyo proclamation that day, is on 
the move westward against Ja- 
pan, expanded in every class of 
fighting ship and surface or air 
auxiliary. 

Japanese naval power is in hid- 
ing from the wrath Pearl Harbor 
kindled, avoiding the battle to 
which it is being challenged from 
east and south.

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U. S. Wounded 
Get Specialized 
Surgical Care 
After Year in War, 
Elaborate System 
of Sorting Cases 
Is Used.

LONDON, Nov. 27, 

NE YEAR of experience in 
QO active warfare has taught the 

United States Army medical 
staff a great deal, which is being 
applied today in the ,handling of 
wounded men from Italian battle- 
fields. 

One of the outstanding lessons 
in Africa, Sicily and Italy has been 
the need for more general hos- 
pitals and for special centers to 
handle specific types of casualties. 
To insure the best possible care 
an elaborate system of sorting out 
cases is being employed. 

Owing to the original shortage 
of general hospitals, it has only 
been possible to get this system 
into full operation during the past 
three months. 

Little Surgery at Front. 

Front-line surgery is frowned on. 
Col. E. D. Churchill, consulting 
surgeon for the Italian theater and 
former professor of surgery at 
Harvard, and his assistant, Col. 
Perrin Long, a Johns Hopkins pro- 
fessor and sulfanilamide expert, 
have worked out the present sys- 
tem whereby all wounded, with the 
exception ‘of those who would not 
survive the ambulance trip, are 
taken immediately to well-equipped 
evacuation hospitals 10 to 20 miles 
behind the lines. 

Those cases which may not be 
moved receive immediate attention 
from surgeons who have been 
formed into mobile units to work 
near the front-line clearing sta- 
tions. From there, as from evacu- 
ation hospitals to which the other 
cases are taken, the wounded are 
moved back to permanent general 
hospitals. 

In the Sicilian campaign, for the 
first time, the case-separation 
system began to be employed on a 
specialized scale. All head cases 
are sent to special hospitals 
manned by skilled head surgeons. 
All pulmonary and_ tuberculosis 
cases are sent to three pulmonary 
centers, Neuropsychiatric cases go 
tq two special centers, and skin 
cases to a special skin center. All 
others go to the genetal hospitals. 

General hospitals are now being 
set up in the Naples area. The 


‘guiding principle ig to transport 


a wounded man the shortest pos- 
sible distance necessary. 


Testing Ground. 


From a medical viewpoint the 
theater of war is more a labora- 
tory for large-scale testing of med- 
ical discoveries than a place in 
which new advances in medicine 
and surgery are likely to occur. 
But discoveries and advances are 
being made, 


For example, it is impossible 
to produce statistical proof on 
sulfanamide drugs, but use of 
mouth tablets seems to have been 
valuable, Seventy-five per cent of 
all the wounded use tablets and 
there is mlch less infection among 
wounded Americans than in the 
last war, 


{ 

But the doctors believe infec- 
tions have been drastically cut 
primarily because of expert surgi- 
cal attention and _ secondarily 
from the oral use of sulfanamides. 

One great advance is the treat- 
ment of shock by use of blood 
plasma. This has been invaluable, 
but it has not and cannot take the 
place of whole blood, The problem 
of getting whole blood is increas- 
ingly great in forward areas. The 
idea of making donors available 
for mobile hospitals is receiving 
attention. The ideal solution would 
be mobile refrigerator trucks. 

In the view of medical experts, 
vaccination and inoculation of 
soldiers have been highly benefi- 


cial, 


Lack of Skilled Replacements 
Problem of U.S. Forcesin Italy 


Mountain Fighting Calls for Individual Abil- 
ity and Stamina—Use of Green Troops 
Can Have Disastrous Results. :

NEAR MIGNANO, Italy, Nov. 27. 


HE battle now going on around Mignano and in the mountains to 


Tes north has developed into a test of physical stamina and fight- 


ing skill between our American troops and the excellent German 


units opposing them. 


Both. sides have physical stam- 
ina and have proved it during 10 
days of fighting, in rain and cold 
winds, on barren mountainsides. 
And, since both sides have abun- 
dant artillery and the lines are 
too close together to permit much 
close air support, the difference, 
if any, in the two forces lies in 
natural skill and in training.’ 


In this situation, it is imperative 
that every battalion, platoon and 
squad be as experienced as pos- 
sible and that the officers and 
noncommissioned officers be abso- 
lutely up to the mark. It can be 
taken for granted that the units 
which we originally put into action 
are experienced and well led. The 
danger lies in weakening these 
units by replacing casualties with 
green officers and men who Can- 
not carry their weight in battle. 


Replacements Improving. 


Our higher officers contend that 
our replacements are now of a 
much higher order than those 
which they received in Africa. 

Noncommissioned officers, and 
many of the veteran soldiers in 
some of our finest fighting units, 
contend that they are handicapped 
by the lack of training of the 
replacements which reach them. 
If the latter is true, and nobody 
should know better, it seems rea- 
sonable to expect one of two steps 
to be taken: 

1. A “replacement” battalion 
might be formed for each regiment 
of three battalions. This extra bat- 
tallion would give intensive train- 
ing to all replacements under the 
supervision of combat-experienced 
officers from the regiments con- 
cerned. 

2. Replacements could be drawn 
from divisions in the United States 
which are not expected to go over- 
seas in the near future, but which 
have had long and steady training. 
Higher officers object that this 
would be bad for morale, and they 
ought to know. 

The experience of one company 
which recently hag seen heavy 
fighting seems to bear out the 
contention that replacements. even 
now are not up to snuff. A ser- 
geant in this company told this 
correspondent that some replace- 
ments received just before the last 
battle had been trained on only 
one type of automatic weapons. 
The result was that the man who, 
for example, had been trained on 
an ordinary rifle, was not able to 
use the super M-1 rifle of a killed 
or wounded comrade. 


“Practically all the fighting in 
this company was done by 16 vet- 
erans,” we were told by a group of 
experienced soldiers. 

We have questioned a number of 
new replacements extensively. 
While most of them have had 13 
weeks of rather intensive basic 
training in the use of firearms, 
every last one of them has spent 
at least four months, since the con- 
clusion of his training period, do- 
ing nothing instructive, Most of 
them have had daily five-mile 
walks during this interim between 
— training and going into the 

ine, 


Individual Skill Needed. 


The absolute need for individual 
skill on the part of our soldiers in 
this type of fighting is evident 
from the nature of the engage- 
ments which take place. Both 
sides, American and German, use 
a fluid type of position consisting 
of, first, outposts comprising a 
few scattered troops in slit trench- 
es or behind rocks; second, a more 
extensive system of foxholes or slit 
trenches, 200 or 300 yards behind 
the outposts,- and, finally, a mo- 
bile group, well under cover 
farther back, which can move for- 


‘ 


ward instantly either to attack or 
to reinforce advance positions. In 
this kind of position, every man in 
every foxhole is a cog in the ma- 
chinery and, if he slips, the whole 
defense ‘may be jeopardized. 

The Germans generally precede 
an attack by sneaking up on our 
outposts and trying to strangle or 
gag the occupants in order to clear 
the way for an advance on our 
main positions. If the men in the 
outposts are asleep—and poorly 
trained soldiers can fall asleep 
within shouting distance of the 
enemy—the scheme works. We lost 
eight men that way the other 
night. All are now prisoners of 
the Germans. 

When we are attacking, individ- 
ual skill becomes of even greater 
importance. The enemy's outposts 
have to be wiped out one by one 
and the main positions have to be 
stalked with cunning and unflinch- 
ing courage. In the resulting fight- 
ing, fast work on the trigger and 
the utmost skill in grenade-throw- 
ing is the difference between life 
and death.

TALIAN Catholics have been 
| acepiy impressed by a recent 

sensational declaration from 
Cardinal Schuster, Archbishop of 
Milan, and their feelings toward 
Roberto Farinacci’s new Fascism 
have fallen lower than ever. 

In a protest appearing in the 
Milan newspaper, Italia, Cardinal 
Schuster accuses the Fascist or- 
ganization of “godless creatures 
who propose to overthrow all dog- 
mas and morals” of having perpe- 
trated sacrilegious theft against 
the Holy Eucharist in the Little 
Church of Quatro Cagnino in the 
Milan diocese. 

The organization, Cardinal 
Schuster adds, employs youths to 
profane the Holy Eucharist, He 
invites all parents and teachers 
to exercise the closest supervision 
to prevent their wards from fall- 
ing into the clutches of this gang. 
He also instructs all priests to take 
the Holy Eucharist home at night 
and not to heave it exposed in the 
church. 

His ‘warning appears to experts 
‘here on Italian affairs as one more 
proof of the tense relations which 
have recently developed between 
the Vatican and the new Fascist 
party, as reconstituted on Farinac- 
ci's own stringent lines. Cardinal 
Schuster'’s words concerning the 
organization developing in North- 
ern Italy, condemns those whose 
duty is to maintain order, that is, 
the Fascists and their German 
backers. 

It is interesting to note that 
Cardinal Schuster’s words follow 
on the heels of a violent campaign, 
initiated by the Fascist press of 
Milan against Vatican policy. Two 
days ago the Pope was accused by 
the newspaper, I] Fascio, of hav- 
ing favored Badoglio’s coup d'etat 
of July 25. 

The newspaper suggested that 
papal policy is anti-Fascist and an- 
tagonistic to the Germans and con- 
cluded by saying that it was high 


was for or against Fascism. 

Cardinal Schuster’s declaration 
comes as an answer to these at- 
tacks and reveals that the Vatican 
has no intention of letting itself 
be bullied by Farinacci’s hench- 
men.

T HE long expected fall of Gomel has been announced, but it is 
d 


efending the Gomel area. If 


Gomel had been cut off and en- 


circled for some time beforehand, as was the case at Stalingrad, we 


might now begin to talk in such terms. 


Just a week ago, with the 


fall of Rechitsa, the escape corridor out of Gomel had been so nar 
rowed that it then seemed likely that it could be closed, But it was 
not closed; it has been open all week, and it is this fact which tends 
to discount the hopes expressed in some news dispatches that 20 
German divisions might have been surrounded in the Gomel area. . 


The Germans seem to have given 
a great deal of attention to the 
defensive tactics required in such 
situations. Time and again, they 
have been able to stop the Rus- 
sians when it was necessary to 
protect the flanks or even, as in 
the present cage, both flanks of a 
railway line along which German 
troops were withdrawing from an 
untenable position. Poltava and 
Krivoi Rog are instances which 
come readily to mind; there have 
been others. 


Shorter Nazi Front. 


The result has been that, though 
the Germans have been compelled 
to give up a great deal of Russian 
territory, they have managed to 
keep their army intact, they have 
not suffered anything which can 
be described as a disaster, and 
they are gaining not only shorter 
fronts, but shorter lines of com- 
munication while the Russian 
supply difficulties are increasing 
with every yard of westward pro- 
gress. 

Repeatedly, in the course of 
these operations, the Russians 
have had great opportunities, Re- 
peatedly they have been in posi- 
tion to cut off, surround and de- 
stroy a great part of the German 
forces facing them, if only they 
could continue their advances in a 
given direction a little farther. 
Not once have they been able to 
cash in on these opportunities 
when it came right down to the 
crucial moment. In every case the 
Germans have managed, by what 
can only be described as the mast- 
erly handling of their reserves, to 
stave off disaster. 


Lesson for Allies. 

We will do well to give some 
sober thought to these facts. We 
will do well, also, to take note of 
the stout opposition being offered 
to our own and the British forces 
in Italy by a force which does 
not exceed 10 or 11 divisions. We 
might likewise take note of the 
vigorous German counteroffensive 
in the Aegean Sea, which has re- 
taken, in a series of successive 
attacks, the islands of Cos, Leros 
and Samos, 

Whatever may be the effect of 
the bombing of Berlin, and the 
other air attacks on Germany; 
whatever may be the man-power 
problems and the supply problems 
now facing the German high com- 
mand; however sullen may be the 
mood of the German people under 
the fron hand of the Gestapo and 
the SS—there can be no doubt at 
all about the fighting spirit and 
the cold-blooded effectiveness of 
the Wehrmacht. Germany’s total 
war potential is being reduced. Its 
allies are falling away. Its armies 
are going back slowly toward the 


perimeter of the German heart- 
land, where they must make their 
last stand against the mounting 
power of the United Nations. Ger- 
many is face to face with the cer- 
tainty of ultimate defeat. But that 
defeat will not be easily, or quick- 
ly, or cheaply achieved. 


And we Americans will do well 
to realize, and to realize very fully, 
that the Russians are not going 
to be able to do all the land fight- 
ing that is necessary to defeat the 
Wehrmacht. We are going to have 
to do a great deal of that fighting, 
and pay a large’ part of its cost in 
livez, ourselves. 


Wishful Headlines. 


Some newspaper headlines have 
played up hopefully the incorrect 
assumptions of “1,500,000 Germans 
trapped in Dnieper Bend”—“500,000 
Germans Encircled in Crimea”— 
and now “300,000 Germans Str- 
rounded at Gomel.” Would that 
these things might have been true. 
They were not true in the first two 
instances, for the Dnieper Bend 
area is in course of evacuation or 
has been fully evacuated, and the 
Crimea, though cut off except by 
sea, is still stoutly defended and 
certainly does not contain anything 
like half a million German troops. 


At Gomel the Russians may yet 
report a bag of prisoners, but it 
will not, it is safe to say, come to 
even a respectable fraction of 
300,000, which is a completely in- 
accurate figure obtained by mul 
tiplying 20 (the number of German 
divisions stated to be in the Gomel 
area) by 15,000, the average full 
strength of prewar German ‘divi- 
sions. 


Of course a moment's reflection 
should tell us that divisions which 
have been engaged in desperate 
fighting for weeks under such dif- 
ficult conditions will not be at full 
strength, or anything like it, and 
even if there are 20 divisions in 
that area the total number of men 
is much more likely to be in the 
neighborhood of 100,000 than 300,- 
000. And of these some, certainly, 
have been withdrawn during this 
past week. But we go on eagerly 
believing these hasty reports, and 
ill-considered headlines, because 
somehow we cherish the bright 
hope that the tough, hard-fighting 
Wehrmacht is going to be beaten 
without the effusion of any great 
amount of American blood on the 
battlefields of Western Europe. 

That is an illusion and a danger- 
ous illusion. The Russians are 
doing their part manfully, even if 
they are not performing the mir 
aAcles we seem to expect of them. 
But the Russians cannot do it all 
It will soon be our turn, and we 
had better face that fact and all 
that it implies.

Additions Exceeds Cuts. 


'*“Although very substantial cuts

“Smith said the statements con- 
cerning the War Department funds 
“were “very misleading.” He ex- 
plained that six billion of the 13 
billion was reflected in the Pres- 
fident's August budget revision 
which cut estimated Army spend- 
ing this fiscal year from the 62 
billion January budget estimate 
to-56 billion.

“Départment reserves, Smith added, 

“has been set up against 1944 (this 
fiscal year) appropriations, which 
were intended for expenditure in 
the fiscal year 1945 or thereafter. 

“The final $2,500,000,000 in re- 
serves,’ Smith continued, “was due 
to an increase in the estimated 
amount of unobligated appropria- 
tions carried over from the fiscal 
year 1943.... 

“Thus, these reserves reflect sav- 
“ifigé which have already been tak- 
en into account in the August re- 
vision of estimated expenditures 
Yor the fiscal year 1944, or they re- 
flect a reduction in expenditures 
of previous or future fiscal years. 
It would be erraneous to deduct 
these reserves from present expen- 
diture estimates for the current 
fiscal year.” 

(While 62 billion dollars was in 
the War Department budget, as of 
Jan. 1, more than 70 billion was 
actually available due to carryover 
of funds from the previous year.) 

’ 92 Billion for Year. 

Smith noted that estimates of 
this year’s war spending had been 
reduced eight billion below the es- 
timate of last January, or from 100 
billion to 92 billion. 

As a result, and due to collection 
of three billion more revenue than 
anticipated, he said the prospective 
deficit for the 12-month period 
ending next June 30 had declined 
from 68 billion to about 57 billion. 

The national debt, instead of 
passing the 200-billicn-dollar mark 
as Roosevelt forecast in January, 
will be below that figure at fiscal 
year's énd.

Producing Textbooks Designed to Increase 
Knowledge of Troops and Understanding 


HE Army, by direction of Gen.

for rapid expansion afterward. 
The dean of Harvard’s Graduate 
School of Education, Francis. T. 
Spaulding, was chosen. He is now 
Col. Spalding, in charge of the 
education branch of the Special 
Service Division, and with him are 
associated working committees, 
formed of some of the leading edu- 
cators of the country, which: have 
helped to produce special text- 
books for soldiers, arranged for 
credits to be given in various col- 
leges and universities for work 
done in the Army, and contributed 
in other ways to the Army’s elabo- 
rate plans for enabling the soldier 
to put his spare time to profitable 
use. : 


Substantial progress is being 
made, Gen. Osborn believes, both 
in providing material for the ori- 
entation courses and the discussion 
groups now in existence, and in 
paving the way for the large-scale 
educational program envisioned by 
the Chief of Staff. 


More Courses, Lower Fee. 

The number of correspondence 
courses given thr -t*h the Armed 
Forces Institute at Madison, Wis., 
has been increased from 64 to 278, 
and the fee lowered from $2 a 
course to a flat $2 for as many 
courses as: may be elected: 
Sixty thousand: soldiers and sail- 
ors are now. enrolled, and others 
are signing up for instruction at 
the rate of more'than 2000 a week. 
Overseas branches of the inati- 
tute have been set up at Cairo and 
in Hawaii and four others are 
planned. Sixty per cent of those 
taking the courses are overseas. 
On Guadalcanal, for example, there 
was an enrollment of 809 at the 
end of August—an increase of 781 
since the previous January. 

The Armed Forces Institute was 
started as a correspondence 
school after the passage of the 
Selective Service: Act but before 
the United States entered the war. 
In its short-range program it 
offers instruction — in courses 
from English and mathematics to 
welding — calculated to heighten 
military efficiency, Teaching .ma- 
terial has been developed which 
includes films, phonograph rec- 
ords and printed courses ranging 
from the fifth-grade to the college 
level. In addition, the Army , Li- 
brary Service aims to make ayvyail- 
able to soldiers -a selection. of 
reading matter comparable to 
that in’ a first-rate library at 
home. 

Manifestly, this machinery is 
capable of large expansion to 
meet the needs of the soldier in 
his capacity as citizen presently 
to be returned to civilian life. 
Troops waiting to be demobilized 
will have ai greatly increased 
amount of free time. Men who are 
today taking courses primarily to 
improve themselves as soldjers 
will want education with their 
forthcoming civilian ‘efficiency in 
view. It is therefore the job of 
the armed: forces to set up, for 
the period following the large- 
scale cessation of hostilities, a 
huge secondary-school and uni- 
versity curriculum. Rarely has 
there been such a challenging 
task in the field of education. 

There is a growing demand for 
educational officers in the field, 
Col. Spaulding says, and more and 
more requests are coming in from 
returned soldiers for aid in estab- 
lishing academic credits in col- 
leges and universities. For the 
benefit of these men, a clearing 
house has been installed at Mad- 
ison that will supply certified rec- 
ords of educational achievements 
in the Army. 

Under an arrangement just com- 
pleted, the Américan Historical So- 
ciety will furnish background ma- 
terial to be distributed by the Spe- 
cial Service Division to study and 
discussion groups at home and 
abroad. This material will be un- 
der four headings, “Our Allies,” 
“Foreign Affairs,” “National Af- 
fairs” and “Personal and Com- 
munity Affairs,” and will be, the 
division says, rigidly factual. 

Thirty Books a Month, 

A revolutionary | book-making 
program has been worked out by 
the American Library Service in 
co-operation with the Council on 
Books in Wartime, a publishers’ 
organization. Thirty titles a 
month, in editions of 50,000 each, 
are to be issued. That means 
eighteen million volumes a year 
for free distribution to soldiers 
and sailors, the Navy having 
arranged to take 20 per cent of 
the books. The average cost to 
the services is 7% cents a volume. 
The books are paperbound, well 
printed on thin paper, and of a 
size to slip éasily into the pocket 
of a soldier’s blouse. 

Titles are chosen from current 
publishers’ Hsts of books gelling at 
retail for $2 to: $5. Fiction makes 
up a good part, but not all, of the 
output; there is, 
among the books in the first 
month’s series, a life of the late 
Missouri-born Negro scientist, Dr- 
George Washington Carver.

for the difficult period between the end of hostilities and the 
return of the soldier to civilian life. 

For many of our troops the period of demobilization after the 
last Workd War was one of demoralization. : 
that the mistakes of that time shall not be repeated. As early as the 
fall of 1941, Gen. Marshall instructed the director of the Special Serv- 
ice Division, Brig. Gen. (now Maj. Gen.) Frederick H. Osborn, to bring 
into the Army a highly qualified educator and put him to work on 


The Army is anxious 


provide opportunities for off-duty 


schooling for troops during the war, but would lay the foundation 


There has never been such a 
book bargain in history as this 
which the Army has struck with 
the publishers. The books are 
strictly for use within the armed 
services. As the Council on Books 
in Wartime says in a recent an- 
nouncement, the volumes are ‘“ex- 
pendable.” 

The first monthly lot of 1,500,000 
books, the council says, has been 
delivered to the Army and Navy 
for shipment to the theaters of 
war. Though the full text of each 
title is printed, the edition weighs 
only one-sixth as much as the 
cloth-bound original. For the first 
30 books selected, 7000 pages of 
type composition were required, 

Among the authors represented 
are John P. Marquand, Marjorie 
Kinnan Rawlings, Mary O’Hara, 
Esther Forbes, Carl Sandburg, Edi- 
son Marshall, Booth Tarkington, 
James Thurber, Harry. Emerson 
Fosdick, Willa Cather, Ogden 
Nash and Stephen Vincent Benet. 
Publishers, authors, librarians and 
book sellers are credited by the 
council with co-operation in this 
unique wartime program, 

Understanding of War Needed. 


Back of much of the planning by 
the Special Service Division is the 
desire that the American soldier 
shall understand the issues and the 
meaning of the war. Gen. Osborn 
has lately returned from a trip to 
England, where he studied the 
British discussion-group system 
and saw what was being done in 
our own camps. 

The only “must” in the Amer- 
ican system is an _ orientation 
course, followed, in the training 
camps, with a half-hour’s discus- 
sion each week led by the respec- 
tive company commanders, 


The British have three required 
discussion perigds a week. Our 
voluntary and less formalized 
methods, Gen. Osborn believes, is 
better adapted to the American 
temperament. 

The American soldier, he says, 
is fast catching up with the Brit- 
ish Tommy's interest in world 
affairs and comprehension of 
what the war is about. Some of 
the comparisons which have been 
made between the two services on 
this score, he thinks, have not 
been fair to the American dough- 
boy. The Englishman, in the first 
place,-:as an islander and a citizen 
of a world-wide commonweaith of 
nations, has naturally a keener in- 
terest in affairs outside his own 
bailiwick; in the second place, 
Britain had been in the war for 
two years when we entered it. 
The American soldier, Gen. Os- 
born says, is now quite as far 
along in his understanding of the 
war as was his British counter- 
part at a comparable stage. 


English-American Forums, 

Particularly among _ soldiers 
whose basic training has ended, 
study groups are springing up in 
the camps, both here and abroad. 
In England, a group of young 
American medical officers staged 
a joint debate with a number of 
English officers. The talk was 
friendly, but  straight-from-the- 
shoulder. The English were crit- 
ical of America’s handling of the 
Negro problem; the Americans 
came back with some pointed re- 
marks about India. The idea of 
joint English-American forums 
had spread to such an extent, Gen. 
Osborn reports, that when he left 
England a month ago 220 sessions, 
the war permitting, were sched- 
uled to be held in various places. 
Town halls are used frequently for 
these verbal jousts between the 
Allies. 

The Special Service Division has 
10 “roving” .educators who move 
from camp to camp in this coun- 
try and overseas to set up -educa- 
tional programs. Those going 
abroad are permitted to carry 150 
pounds of textbook material by 
air or one ton by ship. Many of 
the texts are of the self-teaching 
variety. Among these are a new 
arithmetic for which there has 
been a remarkable demand, and 
foreign-language guides which 
may be used in connection with 
phonograph records. 

Whether the end sought is gen- 
eral education or current informa- 
tion, the impetus, say officers of 
the division, is coming very large- 
ly from the enlisted men them- 
selves. There’s an interest stir- 
ring in the ranks, they conclude, 
that promises well for a constant- 
ly better educated and better in- 
formed Army.

“The Republican party should 
not, if it wishes to be effective 
and successful, revert to the doc- 
trines of economic self-sufficiency 
—if possible, which I doubt—which 
leads to high tariffs, intense na- 
tionalism, possibly isolation and 
war. That is the same old route 
we pursued following the last war.” 

A few weeks later, he rejected 
imperialism in these words: 

“We of the democratic nations 
are fighting an anti-imperialist 
war. We covet no territory. We 
want no more power than is nec- 
essary to prevent a repetition of 
this slaughter and to maintain a 
world in which men can be free. 
We seek to liberate, not enslave. 
We want to break down the. ec- 
onomic barriers of the world, that 
the peoples of the world may live 
richer lives. ... We must, now 
and hereafter, together with those 
peoples (our Allies) reject the doc- 
trine of imperialism which. con- 
dems the world to endless war.” 

Willkie has been the frankest of 
all Republican prospects, with the 
exception of former Gov.. Stassen, 
whose nomination next year. is 
highly unlikely. Gov. Dewey, in an 
interview at the Republican gather- 
ing on Mackinac Island, came out 
for an alliance with Great Britain 
but that was before the Moscow 
Declarations. In his private talks, 
Dewey is not as global-minded as 
Willkie but is far less nationalistic 
than Gov. Bricker, the darling of 
the conserative Republicans as 
well as such “nationalists” as 
Robert McCormick of the Chicago 
Tribune. 


Bricker’s Foreign Policy. 

Bricker is living up to his repu- 
tation as .“ahother Harding” on 
foreign policy. His public utter- 
ances are open to completely oppo- 
site interpretations but the records 
of his backers give a key to what 
they think of their candidate, .For 
a long time, Bricker declined to 
give his views on national and in- 
ternational affairs. He broke his 
silence when he formally an- 
nounced that he would seek the 
1944 presidential nomination. 

The following excerpt. from his 
statement is typical of his polit- 
ical views: , | 

“We are proud people. -We need 
to apologize to no nation: on earth 
for our determination to preserve 
American liberty and individual 
opportunity against any odds and 
we defy any power that attempts 
to take from us any part of our 
heritage or* weaken our’ position of 
leadership, « Our purpose always 
should be to help others -to lift 
their standards but never to lower 
ours.” 

Although this statement was 
made two weeks after the Moscow 
declarations, Bricker stuck to the 
Mackinac resolution for his foreign 
policy: “There must be responsible 
participation by the United States 
in postwar co-operative organiza- 
tion. among sovereign : nations to 
prevent military aggression and: to 
attain permanent peace with or- 
ganized justice in a free world.” 

Bricker did not adopt Willkie’s 
international economic views and 
strongly implied that he was a high 
tariff man. 


“The American people,” he said, 
“must be encouraged to look for- 
ward to the day as coon as possible 
after victory when Government re- 
straint will be relieved, rationing 
with all its implications will end, 
business will be encouraged and 
individual liberty and opportunity 
restored, When sound government 
economy is established and our 
own nation made self-reliant, we 
can help other peoples of the 
world.” 


MacArthur’s Stand a Secret. 


Virtually nothing is known of 
Gen. Douglas MacArthur’s views on 
international affairs and it is un- 
likely that he, under military regu- 
lations, will give them before the 
Republican convention. The fact 
that he, like Bricker, is a favorite 
of the McCormick - Patterson - 
Hearst press.has led many persons 
to believe that he would not be an 
active supporter of international 
co-operation. This may do the 
General an injustice, which as an 
Army officer he cannot correct 
without appearing to be an active 
presidential candidate. 


The Bricker candidacy has sup- 
port of the Republican Old Guard 
and if they cannot nominate him 
they may turn to Senator Robert 
A. Taft of Ohio, who many prac- 
tical politicians think will be the 
heir to the Bricker delegates if the 
Ohio Governor is killed off in the 
first ballots of a deadlocked con- 
vention, 

Bricker, Taft and the Republican 
National Committee apparently 
agree on the type of campaign 
they would like to conduct against 
the Democrats. If the foreign poli- 
cy issue could be eliminated and 
the presidential and congressional 
candidates of both parties could 
be free of questions as to their 
personal interpretations of similar

cheer those who feared Ruasia 
might agree to a separate peace 
with Germany. It apparently un- 
derscores the opinion that the key 
to. Russia’s future action is secur- 
ity. Since the major obstacle in 
the path of her security is the 
military power of Germany, Rus- 
sia is obviously vitally interested 
in reducing and controlling that

The pact therefore offers good 
hope of continuing collaboration 
of these powers in establishing 
and maintaining an effective sys- 
tem of collective security beyond 
the day of battle. - 

“The pact also marks. the first 
step in the creation of a central 
council of the United Nations as 
an organ of co-operative action 
not only in prosecuting the war 
but also in preparing for and or- 
ganizing the peace. It may be 
the nucleus of a wider interna- 
tional. authority, eventually com- 
prising all nations, possessing not 
only the. power to keep the peace 
but also the right to deal effec- 
tively with those common world 
problems out of which wars arise 
and which are capable of no 
purely national or regional solu- 
on. 7 
“There is, of course, a rough 
road ahead, but with the bitter ex- 
perience of the last 25 years as an 
incentive and warning there is 
reason to hope the _ difficulties 
may be overcome. Grim deter- 
mination, however, will be needed 
to realize that hope.” 


Virginius Dabney, editor of the 
Richmond (Va.) Times-Dispatch: 

“The Moscow declaration is an 
epochal landmark on the way to 
world peace. The fact that the 
four participating powers found so 
large an. area of agreement, and 
threshed out their problems in an 
atmosphere of such cordiality and 
good will, has confounded even the 
Chicago Tribune. The Communist- 
phobia which ‘usually dominates 
that worthy journal’s editorial ex- 
pressions vanished, at least tempo- 
rarily, when news of the agree- 
ment was announced, ‘Impressive,’ 
‘well-considered’ and ‘timely’ were 
the adjectives reluctantly hauled 
out of the Tribune’s arsenal] and 
applied to the tripartite pronounce- 
ments. 

“We shall do well, however, not 
to assume that the problem of 
preserving world peace has been 
solved, or anything like it. -We 
have merely made a good begin- 
ning. The future of the Baltic 
states, the future of Germany, 
and other such knotty matters re- 
main to be wrestled with. Doubt- 
less the Messrs, Roosevelt, Church- 
ill and Stalin will address them- 
selves to these issues when they 
meet, as they. seem likely to do 
in the not distant future, 

“Meanwhile we can all ~be 
thankful that the Moscow parleys 
were so notably successful, with- 


the advantages would be with the 
Republicans.

Domestic Issues May Govern. 


These domestic issues were the 
principal causes of the _ recent 
Democratic defeats in New York, 
New Jersey, Kentucky, Philadel- 
phia and other localities. These 
samplings were too spotty to be 
an absolute guide to the 1944 pri- 
maries and elections, but they 
strongly indicated that these 
issues will play a dominant part 
in the 1944 campaigns. These are 
legitimate political issues, and the 
Republican National Committee is’ 
following the tactics employed 
with such efficacy by Charles 
Michelson for the Democratic 
National Committee against the 
Hoover Administration from 1929 
through 1932, 

These issues, together with the 
reported swing of a large part of 
the Negro vote back to’ the Re- 
publican party; the preponderance 
of women voters next year, esti- 
mated by the Republicans at 60 
per cent, and the division of the 
organized labor vote, probably will 
put the House into the Republican 
column next year. There is even 
a fair chance that the Republicans 
will have a slight majority or an 
even break with the: Democrats 
in the Senate, . : . 


“Tired” in 1920, Too. 

That astute practical politician, 
James A. Farley, announced after 
the overwhelming defeat of the 
Democrats in New York last 
month that the voters were “very 
tired” of the Roosevelt administra- 
tion. A similar answer was given 
by Judge Simeon 8. Willis, the first 
Republican to be elected Governor 
of Kentucky since 1927. Like 
views have been expregsed in 
private letters from Missouri! to 
this reporter, although some of 
these letters say that the voters 
are against whoever is now in of- 
fice—Republicans as well as Demo- 
crats. 


It was this “tired” feeling that 
gave the Republicans their victory 
in 1920. It-will be a more hatural 
feeling in 1944, when the Roosevelt 
administration will have been in 
office for almost 12 years. Do- 
mestic issues Will be important, of 
course, but unless the~voters use 
their. campaign advantage to de- 
mand that the presidential and 
congressional candidates state as 
explicitly as possible what they will 
do on the foreign policy issue; the 
similar campaign planks may 
prove as meaningless as they did 
in 1920.

“The Moscow declaration repudi- 
ated isolationism and committed 
the four powers to forthright in- 
ternationalism, which perhaps will 
be contested in the United States. 
But if we look at the record we 
find that when war breaks out it 
immediately becomes necessary to 
embrace internationalism to save 
civilization from extinction. There- 
fore, if by co-operation in times of 
stress nations can accomplish 
miracles for humanity, surely it is 
imperative that the world pursue a 
similar policy after the war is won 
in an effort to perpetuate peace. 

“The pledge given for freedom 
of religion, of press and of speech 
in the Moscow pronouncement was 
the very essence of democracy and 
more than’ that the world has 
never known, If the delegates to 
the conference did not adopt a 
composite outline of the views set 
forth by the major contributors to 
the Post-Dispatch symposium, 
‘What Are We Fighting For?’ then 
postwar thinkers the world over 
are following precisely the same 
channel of thought.” 

bert Minor, assistant general 
secretary of the Communist party, 
New York City: 

“The Moscow agreement, by re- 
moving political obstacles, brings 
the coalition conceived in the At- 
lantic Charter into full operation. 

“Its most immediate application 
is necessarily military: the appli- 
cation of the full united armed 
strength of the three great powers 
upon the central theater of war for 
a quick military decision. 

“By removing the artificial dis- 
tinction between miiltary co-opera- 
tion and the continuation of co- 
operation after the success of the 
military action, the agreement not 
only helps to release the full strik- 
ing power of the Allied military 
forces, but opens a prospect never 
before known to the world. 

“The agreement makes possible 
for the first time in many cen- 
turies a prolonged period of world 
peace, 

“By extending the co-operation 
beyond the military aspect of the 
present world crisis, the agreement 
makes possible the solution of 
problems that have been a night- 
mare alike to every business con- 
ference and every trade union con- 
vention: whether at the end of 
hostilities we must close down the 
enormous American industrial 
plant. 

“The promise to continue the co- 
operation of the four powers, with 
a change from the instruments of 


war to the instruments of peaceful 
construction and trade, makes pos- 
sible a stability of credit and a 
world market almost without limit 
in its absorption capacity. The dif- 
ferences of social structure among 
the Allied countries are not a 
source of weakness, but of strength; 
the agreement bridges the widest 
gulfs that remain. On the conti- 
nent of Europe, where for five 
centuries no great question has 
been settled without war, demo- 
cratic solutiong are made possible 
by the agreement on Italy as a 
prototype. 

“The Japanese Prime Minister’s 
recent statement that Japan’s posi- 
tion is now ‘grave’ is a recognition 
of a long-known certainty: that 
Japan’s hold upon her conquests 
cannot long outlast Germany’s. 


“In war, the difficulties are al- 
ways both military and political. 
The successes of the Russian Army 
in the crossing of the Dnieper 
changed the perspective to that of 
an early military decision, neces- 
sitated steps for more immediate 
solutions than had been con- 
templated, and thus led to the 
present consolidation of the alli- 
ance. The greatest of all difficul- 
ties is overcome by the agreement. 
The remaining difficulties lie sole- 
ly in efforts at disunity of the na- 
tion and to upset national. policy. 
The war is not over. : 

“To. the question ‘What Are We 
Fighting For?’ the Moscow dec- 
laration gives a fair answer in a 
prospect of prolonged peace and 
economic well-being for which we 
had hardly dared hope when we 
began this fight for our country’s 
life. 

“But the war is not over. The 
agreement is first of all for the 
fight.” 


James Truslow Adams, historian, 
Southport, Conn.: 

“I believe that the Moscow agree- 
ment will prove of the utmost im- 
portance. It has cleared the air 
of much misunderstanding and 
suspicion on the part of both lead- 
ers and peoples. Growing from a 
clarification of military aims and 
of objectives, it opens the way to 
a better settlement of subsequent 
problems. It does not answer ev- 
ery question, but it provides a far 
better atmosphere of understand- 
ing and mutual confidence in 
which questions can be asked and 
answered in good faith. I think it 
one of the major events of the war. 
Its practical application lies in 
mutual confidence and reliance in 
winning the war and a decrease in 
the difficulties of the peace. We 
cannot yet foresee the future, but 
this, in my opinion, is at least a big 
step forward on firm ground.” 

Mrs. George Gellhorn, St. Louis: 


“In the Moscow agreements I see 
a greater Star-Spangled Banner 
with the promise of the ultimate 
emergence of world co-operation 
and organization of the nations of 
the earth. The practical applica- 


tions of the Moscow agreements 
are implicit in the pronounce- 
ments, which are even now bein 
implemented in conferences, an 
would appear obvious from 
changes in strategic political areas. 


“Who would doubt that even 
with the best of intentions diffi- 
culties lie ahead? To these nor- 
mal hurdles we must regretfully 
add that man’s behavior patterns 
are not always ideal. There will 
still be the age-old weaknesses of 
greed, selfishness, suspicion and 
fear, but the opportunity to cir- 
cumvent these is at hand. 


“There are signs that sacrifices 
for world order are welcomed by 
the majority of mankind. In the 
midst of war the peoples of great 
nations through their representa- 
tives would plan for peace. In par- 
ticular the people of the United 
States through their Senators and 
Congressmen have joined in the 
demand to establish at the earliest 
practicable date a general world 
organization on the basis of equal- 
ity of all peace-loving states. 


“I believe the people and their 
representatives have done well. 
I believe the voice of the future 
has been heard. Utopia is not 
here, but who wants Utopia? 
There is a glorious road ahead 
opened by the Moscow declaration. 
Only man’s fear of man can block 
the way.” 


Former Senator George W. Nor- 
ris, McCook, Neb.: 


“The Moscow declaration will 
have a strong tendency to unite 
us and our Allies, including Rus- 
sia, in a much stronger unity. It 
places before the world the fact 
that we and our Allies are practi- 
cally of one mind and that we in- 
tend to fight together until victory 
and a.lasting peace are obtained. 
It demonstrates that the Allies 
are not quarreling among them- 
selves, are not disagreeing on any 
material points, and shows that 
they are willing to compromise 
and sacrifice if necessary in order 
to present a united front. 


“To my mind, there is no jus 
tice in the claim made by some 
critics now, that the Moscow meet- 
ing was a failure, or that Russia 
dominated it, or that any unfair 
agreements or conclusions were 
reached. 


“There will, I presume, be dif- 
ficulties from time to time which 
we cannot foresee now, but if the 
spirit of the Moscow conference 
is carried out these differences 
will be fairly adjusted, with a re- 
sult satisfactory to us and our 
allies.”

HE Allies are bent on ripping 
the heart out of Germany by 
flattening Berlin. The bombing 
raids now under way will continue 
until the German capital is an 
abandoned ruin, a tombstone of 
Nazi dreams of victory. 

The aims: Scrambling German 
activity by smashing the nerve-cen- 
ter of her war machine; the psy- 
chological effect of demolishing the 
symbol of her power. 


Man-power Pinch Eased: The 
United States is about to pass the 
turning point in man power, many 
officials say privately. They pre 
dict decreases in the number of 
officially-designated “critical labor 
areas,” reversing the steady trend 
of months. 

Reasons for the brightened pic- 
ture: Cutbacks in ordnance pro- 
grams, sharp decline in building 
activity, better utilization of pres- 
ent labor. The fear of losing war 
contracts has aroused community 
pressure against the tendency of 
big plants to overstate their esti- 
mated man power needs. 

One production official has told 
friends he has reason to believe 
man power needs have been set 
too high by both the Army and 
the War Manpower Commission. 
The War Production Board expects 
new figures within a month which 
will disclose labor resources not 
hitherto shown.

American pianist, brought last 
night’s concert by the St. Louis 
Symphony Society to an explosive 
climax with his performance of 
Aram Khachaturian’s only piano 
concerto. The concert, which was 
given as usual in Kiel Auditorium, 
was a commemoration of Soviet- 


‘| American friendship, and the com- 


posers representing the two allied 
nations were in turn represented 
by prevailingly bright and high 
spirited works. Therefore the 
storm which broke in the first 
moyement of the concerto did not 
achieve its effect merely by con- 


trast but through brilliant and dy- 
namic scoring and a performance 

Kapell which articulated all of 
its possibilities. 

The concerto is undoubtedly a 
bravura piece in that its chief qual- 
ity lies in the smashing impact of 
its dynamics and in the kinetic 
effect of its rapid figurations and 
lightning runs. But to say that is 
not to imply that it’s merely an as- 
sortment of job-lot devices. It is in 
fact a well-constructed work ad- 
hering more or less to the classic 
concerto form, whose material has 
individual character and whose ex- 
pression shows both skill and origi- 
nality. 

Like his compatriot Shostako- 
vitch, the composer allows himself 
a certain freedom in harmony and 
tonality but not enough to stand 
between him and an audience hear- 
ing his music for the first time. He 
also has a deft hand for rhythmic 
contrast and most important of all 
has a lyrical gift. 

This last was chiefly evident in 
the slow movement where a theme 
pastoral and slightly Moorish in 
character underwent a steady 
transformation and growth until it 
achieved a high level of sustained 
breadth and eloquence, This move- 
ment also had its agitated section 
just as the energetic first and third 
movements were relieved at psy- 
chologically appropriate moments 
by periods of repose. 

The joint performance by Kapell 
and the orchestra under Conductor 
Viadimir Golschmann had all the 
high color and driving force that 
the concerto needed. Kapell more 
than reinforced the strong impres- 
sion he made last year by meeting 
all demands of a work that took 
for granted virtuosity of a high 
order. It was the first St. Louis 
performance for the concerto. | 

The two other Soviet works on 
the program were Prokofieff’s 
“Classical” symphony and the im- 
pudent Polka and Dance from 
“The Golden Age” by Shostako- 


‘vitch. Golschmann’s judgment of 


thé values in thé Prokofieff sym- 
phony is acute and sensitive, but 
the performance last night would 
have been better if the last move- 
ment had been taken at a pace 
that allowed for proper articula- 
tion. The Shostakovitch was very 
gaudy and robust. 

Excellent performances were 
also given of Morton Gould's 
“Spirituals,” which treat symphon- 
i¢ally certain original but pseudo- 
folk material, and David Van Vac- 
tor’s spritely and slightly astrin- 
gent “Overture to a Comedy.” 

As a companion piece to the 
Star Spangled Banner the orches- 
tra played “The Internationale,” 
which though composed by a 
Frenchman, is the accredited So- 
viet national anthem. When Stalin 
gets around to it there probably 
will be another. 

The audience reacted favorably 
to the whole program, The’ bright- 
ness of the program, which will 
be repeated this afternoon at 3:30 
o'clock, evidently evoked an emo- 
tion in kind, for the auditorium 
had a gala atmosphere.

Calling on the faithful to turn 
to God, the Pope said: “Even if 
this gigantic conflict — certainly 
the greatest that the whole world 
of history has ever witnessed—is 
daily raging with increasing vio- 
lence and causing innumerable 
tragedies and ruin on both land, at 
sea and in the atr we see with sad- 
ness that many are living forget- 
ful of their personal duties to God.

“It is true that everybody in 
general laments over the present 
tragedits, the difficult state of af- 
fairs and in many places the 
frightening economic situation. It 
is true that many are living in a 


State, broadcast by the vatican

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state of fear—fear of present and 
future dangers, 

“Not everybody who has been 
touched . by these terrible afflic- 
tions, however, reflects that hu- 
manity brought it upon itself and 
that it is paying the penalty—the 
penalty of having drawn away 
from God and His laws. 

“It is necessary, therefore, that 
all through the medium of peni- 
tence and virtuous thoughts turn 
again to God... 

“While only the gospel can bring 
the nations together again—and 
this is often forgotten—it is neces- 
sary that all of the faithful, united 
in their love for God, not only re- 


awaken and renew their personal 
faith and virtue, and not only must 
they continually pray to God for 
pardon for their personal sins, but 


with spontaneous deeds of peni- 
tence they must compete between 
themselves in their prayers, even 
at the risk of oppression.”

Finger Beauty

OU can’t have sleek, well-groomed finger tips if you go in for 
Yooasr biting or cuticle-chewing. Here are some suggestions for 

breaking this habit. Get rid of any roughness of nail or 
cuticle—it tempts you to pick or nibble at your finger tips. 
_ Keep the nails filed smoothly and the minute you get a torn nail, 
smooth it off immediately. In filing, don’t saw back and forth 
but draw the file toward the tip of the nail. And don’t file 
too close at the sides as this may lead to painful infection. 
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COVERING THE NAILS to the very tips with polish may 
help stop you from nail-nibbling. Be sure to remove old polish 
as soon as it begins to chip, so there'll be nothing to pick at. 
A ragged cuticle or loose skin surrounding the nail should be 
carefully trimmed off with scissors This leaveg less to bite on. 
In trimming away dead skin from the finger tips, don’t cut 
away too much tissue at the sides of the nails or about the 
cuticle; too much cutting invites infection and it makes the 
cuticle ragged in a few days.

NGLISH is unusually rich in 
idiomatic expressions, many of 
which began as slang, and 


'gpome of which have historic and 


classic backgrounds. 

Although English idioms are 
valuable in lending color, descrip- 
tive power, and often beauty, to 
our language, both written and 
spoken, most of us are in the dark 
as to how the expressions orig- 
inated. This article explains some 
of the most familiar and interest- 
ing of the idioms. 
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Sub rosa. The literal meaning 
of this Latin phrase is “under the 
rose,” 
“in strictest secrecy,” came about 
thus: At certain Roman feasts, the 
host would suspend a rose over 
the table as a sign that nothing 
said during the entertainment was 
to be divulged. 
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Red tape. Before the days of 
modern office methods and banks 
of steel filing cabinets, it was cus- 
tomary to store documents in bun- 
dies tied with red tape. When it 
became necessary to consult such 
papers, the j@b was laborious, and, 
we may be sure, more than a little 
dusty. Hence the modern mean- 
ing, “petty and delaying routine.”

At that time she had a stroke, for 
her blood preasure was 220 and 
her weight was 215, 

She was driving her car when 
it happened. She managed to pull 
to the curb and give the police 
my name, so they called me. 

Then she went into coma, but 
ultimately recovered, though her 
face and left arm still showed 
evidence of paralysis. 

But she could walk around and 
do her housework. However, there 
was a noticeable change in her 
personality, for she had formerly 
been an energetic, executive type 
who never let any of the men 
folks stay idle very long before 
she hatched up some job for them 
to do,

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Meekly she followed orders in- 
stead of giving them. A year af- 
terwards I assisted one of our 
eminent gynecologists in removing 
a 28-pound fibroid tumor from her 
stomach.

HERE’S nothing new about 
T the present pin-up craze, no 

matter what the G. I. boys may 
think as they decorate the bar- 
racks walls with paper dolls. The 
desire to pin a pretty girl against 
the wall,jin picture form of course, 
is one ‘of the oldest and most 
venerable of American customs. 

It is an appreciation of art 
which has been handed down from 
generation to generation, from 
grandpa who whisked the beer off 
his handlebar mustache, gazed 
soulfully at the pompadoured 
beauty over the bar, and whistled, 
“I love my wife but, oh, you kid,” 
to the Sad Sack who drools at a 
picture of Betty Grable, and phi- 
losophizes with, “Well, I can 
dream, can’t I?” 

Hardy perennial among the pin- 
up girls is the pretty girl on the 
calendar who has been around for 
more than 75 years or considerably 
longer than any publicity-posed 
starlet. For years the arrival of the 
new crop of calendars has been 
eagerly looked forward to, and 
each Jan, 1 there is a‘new calendar 
queen in every barber shop, pool- 
room, and friendly tavern. 

There are other calendar pic- 
tures, of course—hunting scenes 
and landscapes and puppies and 
babies, but one out of four of the 
60 or 75 million calendars manu- 
factured each year indicates that 
Americans like to look at a pretty, 
face, not to mention an occasional 
chin-to-shin exposure. 

Merchandising calendars is a 
big business with six large com- 
panies throughout the country do- 
ing the major portion of it. One 
of these is a local concern, Wood- 
ward & Tiernan Printing Co., 1519 
Tower Grove avenue, which man- 
ufactures 12 million calendars a 
year, and has been in. business 
since 1865. 
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Calendar manufacturing, accord- 
ing to Joseph T, Raftery, calen- 
dar department manager, is an 
exact and methodical business 
with costs and profits figured to 
the last cent. All of Woodward 
& Tiernan’s business is done in 
large lots for jobbers who then 
sell the cdlendars to the individual 
dealers at a cost of 12 to 15 cents 
per calendar. Calendars are de- 
signed several years in advance, 
and dates are plotted according to 
a 200-year calendar. 

Calendar companies get fre- 
quent calls from lawyers wanting 
to know when was the night of 
June 3, or on what day will a 
certain case come up in court. 

The business has suffered some 
from the paper shortage but 
mostly from a lack of skilled 
help. Also there's a bigger de- 
mand for calendars particularly 
around the mushrooming Army 


towns, where every merchant 
wants a pretty girl calendar ag 
soldier bait. 

A New York artists’ association 
submits original paintings, which 
sell for several hundred dollars 
apiece, for use as calendar pic- 
tures, and the jobbers name their 
choice. Except for the pictures 
which are exclusively for certain 
advertisers, the same painting

He still distributes Christmas 
gifts to servants in gold coins, al- 
though nobody knows where he 
gets it and the recipients don’t 
quite know what to do with it. 
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IT ISN’T OFTEN nowadays that 
great private cellars come into the 
public market, For one thing, 
there are few distinguished col- 
lections of wines left, comparable, 
say, to that of the late James Cox 
Brady, and when they are disposed 
of the general public seldom gets 
a chance at them and they go to 
new owners without fanfare or 
publicity. 

“An exception is the collection, 
much of it dating as a unit from 
pre-Civil War times, owned by the 
estate of the late Henry F. Wal- 
ters, of Baltimore and Manhattan, 
which goes on view at the Ritz 
Carlton in a few days. It is being 
marketed by the firm of Greig, 
Lawrence & Hoyt at prices rang- 
ing downward from the record 
high of $1000 for a bottle of pre- 
Napoleon cognac dated 1783 and 
reputedly the oldest cognac extant, 
to vintage Madeiras at $15. 
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AS STATE AND Federal laws 
prohibit auctioning of liquor (why, 
in heaven's name?) the historie 
curiosities are being sold at fixed 
catalogue prices, The list will in- 
clude such items as 15 bottles of 
“Pre-Expulsion” Chartreuse dis- 
tilled by the Peres Chartreuse 
prior to their expulsion from 
France. Only a very few bottles 
of this priceless liqueur are known 
to have reached the American pub- 
lic in this century. In addition to 
the 1783 cognac mentioned above 
there are 20 bottles of perfect cog- 
nacs sealed with the royal device 
of Emperor Louis Philippe of 
France in 1842, Greig points out 
that the bottles are themselves col- 
lectors’ treasures, without consid- 
ering the contents, 
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PERCHED HIGH ATOP Radio 
City’s RCA Building is the 
Messrs. Rockefeller’s bountiful 
gift to good wining and dining, 
known more formally to sight- 
seeing out-of-towners as the Rain- 
bow Grill and Room. Nipped by 
the man-power shortage, this 
gourmet’s heaven on the sixty- 
fifth floor became the first war 
casualty in bistro circles last New 
Year’s Eve, when, like the out- 
going year of 1942, both the grill 
and the, white-tied room bade 
adieux to fond friends and passed 
into the night. The Rainbow 
Roof’s farewell, however, differed 
in that not one war-conscious bon 
vivant was convinced of the shut- 
tering’s permanence. The man- 
agement announced that the clo- 
sure would endure no longer than 
the duration, and every dancing 
Diana longingly sighed for that 
eventful day.

YOU MAY HAVE an idea who 
was to blame. I do not know. But 
‘I should not like to know in ad- 
vance, day in and day out, that 
there would be scrambled eggs for 
breakfast. In fact, it seems to me 
a pity that in most American 
homes there have to be eggs for 
breakfast—if not scrambled, then 
boiled or poached or shirred or as 
an omelette—but, at any rate, eggs. 
Is this not a terrible indictment of 
dull housekeeping? And it nee 
not be so. 

I think only {n America {is the 
egg so indelibly linked in with 
breakfast. These war days, when 
war workers can and should eat 
somewhat more sturdy breakfasts, 
may be a good time to break away 
from a lazy habit. 
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Now, good Queen Elizabeth of 
English history preferred, so go 
the tales, a breakfast of two 
herring and a pot of ale. To 
this day such a combination is 
said to be an excellent menu to 
enable one to snap out of a dull 
feeling after a ribald night. Still 
one does not have to go to such 
lengths as there are many inter- 
esting dishes that cling rather to 
the middle way. 
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SHAD ROE WITH BACON: For 
instance, the grocer has or can get 
shad roe or herring roe in cans. 
Such a can provides from two to 
four generous servings. They are 
sauteed in bacon drippings and 
served with fresh made toast—and 
so rich that the toast need have 
no butter. 

Other suggestions, to mention 
just a few, are fried apples with 
a strip or two of bacon; creamed 
salt cod, rice pancakes, grilled kid- 
neys, lamb hash or corned beef 
hash, cornmeal pancakes, chipped 
beef in cream sauce, scrapple and 
then fritters—apple or cherry or 
blueberry.

FOR SUNDAY MORNING, there 
is a grand breakfast in the offing 
—link sausages and Yorkshire 
pudding. The Yorkshire pudding 
is baked in a baking dish in which 
roast beef drippings saved from a 
former roasting have been brought 
on for this occasion. But in an 
emergency, the pan may be 
greased with any cooking fat. 

And then, come winter, there 
‘ are the old-fashioned “mushes” — 
corn meal, oatmeal, cracked toast- 
ed wheat. And economical in the 
extreme plus fairly reeking with 
vitamins. These whole grain, old- 
fashioned cereals are started the 
night before in the top of a dou- 
ble boiler and then simmered for 
several hours before bedtime, to be 
heated and enjoyed for breakfast. 
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With a little fruit to start off, 
an ample bowl of cereal with 
some cream and a little sugar— 
or hot milk and sugar—with or 
without a strip of bacon—well, 
there is a breakfast! In the 
country sections of the Far West 
it was and ‘probably still is 
called a “rib-sticker.” 
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DISH OF THE DAY—Here’s 
something /interesting to make in 
the way of a hot dish from a jar 
of pickled lambs’ tongues: First 
wash off the tongues and then 
cover with water and bring to a 
simmer for a few minutes. Then 
drain off the water. Next, take a 
can of chicken broth and thicken 
it with a little butter and flour 
roux, running in the well beaten 
yolk of an egg to color it. Then 
stir in some capers (if you have 
any) and if not use sweet pickles 
minced fine. Also add some 
chopped, hard-boiled egg. Season 
with salt and pepper. When 
smooth and creamy, place the 
tongues in this sauce and heat 
thoroughly. A little chopped pars- 
ley may go in at the last. 

And with this serve small pota- 
toes which have been boiled with 
the skins on. A salad of left-over 
string beans and a bit of chopped 
onion, dressed with a mixture of 
mayonnaise and lemon juice—and 
there we have a little continental 
dinher which will recall Switzer- 
land or an Alsatian village, espe- 
clally if a light dry white wine 
comes on, served In thin stemmed 
glasses with greenish bowls. And 
the dessert will be young American 
Swiss cheese, a few grapes or an 
apple and a cup of black coffee. 
And it is this sort of thing which 
Hitler would deny us forever. But 
not for long, say we!

HE “Suite Provencale” by 

Darius Milhaud, which was re- 

corded by the St. Louis Sym- 
‘phony orchestra under Vladimir 
Golschmann in the spring of 1942, 
has just been released to the pub- 
lic (Victor, 2 records). It is an 
interesting work, both musically 
and technically, and a superior 
performance by the orchestra has 
been reduced to recorded form with 
a minimum of acoustical defects, 


As the title suggests, the mate- 
rial for this suite is derived from 


the folk music of the Provence, 


but as Mr. Milhaud has identified 
the composer of several of the 
themes as an Eighteenth Century 
composer who wrote successful bal- 
lets and operas, one may assume 
that they were several degrees re- 


moved from their folk origin when ~ es 


they came to Milhaud’s attention.

The performance by the St. Louis 
orchestra under Mr. Golschmann, 
is on a level with the highest play- 
ing standards it has ever achieved. 
The tone quality of the ensemble 
has depth, perspective, transpar- 
ency and, in general, a very agree- 
able sonority. As a purely tech- 
nical result, this recording is per- 
haps not quite as good as that of 
the Prokofieff “Classical Sym- 
phony,” for an occasional hardness 
of tone is in evidence and the 
strings are sometimes a. little 
acidulous. These however, are only 
minor defects for in general, the 
microphone has dealt fairly with 
the qualities of the various instru- 
ments and with their relationships 
to one another. 
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SCHUBERT: Sonatina in D-Ma- 
jor for Violin and Piano, 

The performance of this lovely 
sonatiina is by Joseph Szigeti, who 
recently played the Mendelssohn 
violin concerto in St. Louis, and 
the pianist, Andor Foldes, Mr. 
Szigeti plays with his usual sensi- 
tive perception and a consistent 
_ beauty of tone and he is supported 
. in kind by Mr. Foldes, a pianist 
who should be better known to 
the American public, if this ig a 
fair example of his work. 

The recording is freer from sur- 
face noises and the eccentricities 
of the microphone than any pro- 
duced by Columbia in several 
years. As a consequence, the 
listener can get a real understand- 
ing of the beautiful simplicity 
which makes Mr. Szigeti one of 
the most musicianly interpreters 
appearing before the public. (Co- 
lumbia, two records). 
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BEETHOVEN: String Quartet, 
No. 7 in F-Major. 

The three Razoumovsky quar- 
tets, of which the F-Major is the 
first, are typical of the period of 
Beethoven's creative life, in which 
he was predominantly aggressive 
and challenging. One feels the 
high tide of his energy beating re- 
lentlessly in the fast movements 
of this quartet, but the musical 
expression, of course, is complicat- 
ed by the ingenuity with which he 
synthesises contrasting materials. 
The quartet, therefore, is not only 
atrong but full of surprises and 
delights. 

The performance by the Busch 
Quartet is serious, scholarly, ag- 
gressive and often rougher than it 
meed be. A little more humor in 
the Scherzando would have been 
relished and a more rounded tone 
quality in the Adagio certainly 
would have added something to its 
nobility. Despite this, however, it 
is a commendable performance, 
commendable for its force and its 
sincerity and the recording is uni-

MENDELSSOHN: Italian Sym- 


The volatile temperament of Sir 
Thomas Beecham might be regard- 
ed as the ideal medium for the 
transmission of Mendelssohn’s nos- 
talgic tribute to the Italian scene. 
As it happens, however, this re- 
cording lacks some of the exuber- 
ance of a previous one by Kous- 
sevitzky and the Boston orchestra, 
Both the first and the last move- 
ments, though well performed, are 
deprived of that final touch of 
high excitement by a certain re- 
straint, yet the symphofrfy is con- 
ceived in a musicianly spirit and 
expressed with a skillful show of 
modelling and accent. 


The recording is by the New 
York Philharmonic Symphony Or- 
chestra (Columbia, four records). 
It is well above the average of 
recent Columbia recordings, but 
there are still spots where the tone 
is hard and shaky and there are a 
number of deviations from pitch.

Too Much Speed in Schools

E HAVE been speeding chil- 
W dren through school too fast 

for their growth. Children 
need time to grow. They need time 
to take in new ideas and time to 
weave them into their minds. 
They need time to hear, to see, to 
accept what schuol offers them 
and we have not been giving them 
time. 

“Flash” work was a fad former- 
ly—in some schools still is. The 
teacher flashes a card before the 
eyes of the children and they must 
in a corresponding flash give the 
correct answer, As a game that 
might be fun for a few moments 
but as teaching, it is neither. fun 
nor good technique. Nothing fa- 
tigues a chikd so much as some- 
thing flashing before his eyes, be- 
ing forced to see too fast, to think 
too fast and talk too fast. 

The slow-thinking children fail 
utterly in “flash” lessons, The 
teacher has passed them before 


they see the figures or the words 
on the cards and they are confused 
and angered. The dull children 
give up before they start. The 
time used for such exercises fs 
wasted as far as any educational 
results go and has gone into the 
making of failures, of nervous 
and disgusted pupils, and a weary, 
heartsick teaéher. 
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The hurry-up scheme of teach- 
ing takes a longer time to get a 
job done, A teacher in the ele- 
mentary grades is teaching sub- 
traction to a clas of beginners. 
She has succeeded in getting about 
a third of the group to see the 
point. The second third is begin- 
ning to warm up on the task, the 
third set are about opening their 
minds to it.

HE United States Army Air Forces scored a direct hit this week

Like its military predecessor, “This Is the 
Army,” the play is produced for the benefit of Army emergency relief;

When Saroyan discovers that a 
prostitute or a pickpocket has 
hands, feet and feelings much like 
other human beings, he rushes to 
a typewriter to pass the revelation 


on to anyone silly enough to buy 
tickets to his plays. 

In the said case of “Get Away 
Old Man,” a Saroyan character 
spits venom at Hollywood, at mo- 
tion picture company executives 
who gave him a barrelful of green- 
backs to make “Human 
and a couple of stinkaroos that 
never saw the light of day. His 
other characters represent Saroy- 
an, the scornful genius, and his 
beautiful people are drunks and 
bums. Critics generally agreed 
that sometimes Saroyan was good 
for a laugh but more often fetched 
a yawn.

ITH the invasion of the Gilbert Islands, Admiral

HE difficulty of salvaging from Fascist-wrecked Italy the nucleus 
7 of a workable republican government is increased tremendously 
by the paucity of liberal leaders around whom the Italians might 
rally. Fascist throttling of democratic expression sent some liberals 
into exile, some into prison and others into retirement or affiliation 
with underground movements. To weld scattered and often weak ele- 
ments into an acceptable popular government is the difficult task con- 
fronting the United Nations and the Italian ple. Two men of par- 
ticular stature are emerging: Benedetto aie, a 78-year-old intel- 
lectual who remained in Italy throughout Fascism, and Count Carlo 
Sforza, aristocrat and pre-Fascist Foreign Minister, who, while in exile, 
part of the time in America, became a leader of the Italian under- 
ground. Others, of somewhat smaller caliber, who have followers 
among Italian liberals, include Randclfo Pacciardi, the anti-Fascist 
soldier who distinguished himself in the Spanish Civil War; Ignazio 
Silone, the author, who was exiled for socialist-liberal views, and Gae- 
tano Salvemini, a member of the Harvard faculty, There are others 
who are less well-known. Opinion is not crystalized as to the fate of 
the House of Savoy, headed by King Victor Emmanuel III, and Premier 
Marshal Pietro Badoglio. Salvemini feels the United Nations erred in 
dealing with Badoglio, who, he states, brought nothing to the confer- 


ence table. He warns, in what seems to be an extreme view, that re- 
arming the Italian Army under Badoglio will result in concentrating so 
much power in the hands of the Marshal that he will adversely influ- 
ence an election when the time comes for Italian citizens to go to the 
pclls. It appears to be a fairly well accepted fact that the only chance 
for the continuity of the House of Savoy is in the ascendency of Victor 
Emmanuel's grandson, the 6-year-old Prince of Naples, to rule under a 
regency. Croce’s position from the beginning was that the King should 
resign immediately in favor of such a regency. The liberal group re- 
fused to join any government it considered tainted with Fascism. 
“The King's insistence on remaining in office symbolizes his attempt to 
pass off Fascism as a mere episode in Italian parliamentary history,” 
Croce said recently. “Our view is that Fascism is a negation of the 
religious impulses which are the soul of liberty." The National Libera- 
tion Front, composed of Italy's six anti-Fascist parties, is said to favor 
a republic but to be willing to compromise on a regency. Victor Em- 
manuel's fight to keep the throne in the possession of the House of 
Savoy has behind it some 900 years of intrigue by this family of me- 
diocre provincial princelings which managed to gain the crown of a 
united Italy in the middle of the last century. Victor Emmanuel II, 
who reigned as King of Sardinia from 1849 to 1861 and as King of Italy

Mario Vinciguerra and Umberto Zanotti Moan young writers of mod- 
erate liberal tendencies; Vincenzo Calace, Dino Roberto, Riccardo 
Bauer and Professor Ernesto Rossi, newspaper men and writers with 
democratic views; Cipriano Facchinetti, a former republican deputy;
